To  ascertain  whether  these  Ci^jnpaign  incidents  actually  reflected 
increased  nationalistic   feelings  among  the  rank  pjid  file  of  the 
German  people,    the  Eeacti'^ns  Analysis  33r*uich,    Information  Services 
Division^   HICOG,   utilized  opinion  sun/Gy  meth'^dp   to  assess  puhlic 
attitudes   on  the  issue.

this  end  in  Septerahor  19^9  ^-   representative  sample  of  approximately 
300c  people  in  the  U.S.  Zone,  500  in  Berlin,  and  3OO  in  Bremen 
were  interviewed  on  a  ti.uestionnaire  designed  to  tap  trends  and  present 
attitudes  in  the  various  kinds  of  sentiments  tha.t  have  "been  focused 
en  as  areas  of  na.tionalism-inspired  upsurges.  As  usual,  the  interviews 
were  conducted  in  the  homes  of  the  respondents  "by  trained  Germa.n  inter- 
viewers under  the  direction  of  American  field  supervisors.

Six  out  of  ten  r*LZON  respondents  thini<  the  iinieriCoLns  have  furthered  the 
reconstruction  of  Gernkiny,     The  proportion  rises  to  seven  out  of  ten  in 
Wuertteniberg- Baden  and  Bremen,   and  more  than  eight  out  of  ten  in  Berlin, 
Less  than  one  out  of  ten  in  AiiZON  (fewer  in  Berlin  and  Bremen)  believe 
Americans  have  hindered  reconstruction.      It  was  found  that  views  on  this 
question  did  not  vary  appreciably  with  age,   sex,   education  or  income.

IN  SHORT  . . , 


Frrja  the  replies  to   the  foregoing  questions,    a  pattern  of  attitudes  generally 
favora'ble  tovard  Araericpjis  emerges.*     As  other  studies  have  shc*«n,   these  senti- 
ments do  not  necossprily  imply  acceptpnce  of  American  idepls  or  «>pprr>val  of 
specific  occupation  policies.     Nevertheless,    it  is  significant  that  the  propor- 
tion expressing  these  fivora'ble  attitudes  h^.e  tended  to  increase,   while  the 
num'ber  mp.nifesting  neutral  pnd  unf avora'bT e  attitudes  hps  declined.     Thas  the 
present  evidence  controverts  the  "belief  that  there  is  pn  increasingly  ifidesprepd 
ho^^tility  toi'rard  Amoricpjis  which  mwy  oo  taken  to  signify  resurgent  nationpJLism. 
'iVhile  hostile  attitudes  toxyp.rd  Anericp.ns  m^y  "be  given  freer  expression  "by  those 
vho  hold  then,   results  indicate  thp.t  they  hpvo  not  "become  more  generalized  nmong 
the  population. 


*  On  questions  directly  "bearing  upon  Araericp.n  prestige,   allowance  has  to 
"be  made  for  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  some  respondents  to  somewhat  in- 
flate their  praise  for  Americans  when  talking  to  Germ«in   interviewers  in 
U.S.   employ.     However,    e?gperiments  have  shown  thpt  the  ma.gnitude  of  any 
such  tendencies  is  not  such  as  to  invalidate  overall  conclusions.

CHITICISM  OF  THS  5UKE  STATUTS 


The  R\ihr  territory,  and  espQcially  the  R\ihT\  Statute  also  came  In  for 
discussion  during  the  liaat  of  tho  elecworp.l  campaign,  with  aspersions 
thrown  from  right  and  left  at  Western  policies  on  the  issue.  Again, 
•many  ©"bservers  saw  this  as  a  demagogic  appeal  to  renascent  G-erman 
nationalism.  Accordingly,  opinions  on  the  Euhr  Statute  were  measured 
to  see  if  any  upsurge  in  antagonism  has  occurred  which  would  suggest 
rising  nationalistic  sentiments.

Vv'here  majorities  in  Berlin  and  Bxemen  —  almost  half  in  d^iZON   —  indicated 
awareness  of  the  Ruhr  Statute  in  February,  only  a  relatively  small  minori- 
ty everywhere  sampled  indicated  such  awareness  in  September.  Clearly  the 
Rulir  Statute  has  made  no  great  Lnapression  on  the  German  mind,  and  with  the 
pressure  of  other  events,  many  people  have  even  forgotten  they  have  ever 
heard  or  read  anytning  about  the  agreement,

The  present  state  of  affairs,  it  should  be  noted^   is  that  majorities 
in  -icZON  and  Bremen  --  two  out  of  tbreo  in  Berlin  •-  do  not  hold  the 
belief  that  sojiiD  human  racos  arc  •'inforior  to  others, 

.jaong  the  minority  who  do  bqXieyc  in  racial  inferiority  the  questioning 
v/as  pursued  further  to  discavor  whether  these  racial  differences  were 
considered  to  be  biological  -  the  pure  racist  do^va  -  or  cultural. 
These  people  v/ero  asked  if  tiiey  thought  'that  the  inferior  races  could 
through  education  be  raisfed  tp  the  level  of  the  superior  races, 

The  results  reveal  the  propovtions  of  unairbiguous  racist  -  those  who 
hold  that  such  education  is  impossible  -  to  bo  3^^  in  the  U,S.  Zone, 
12jS  in  Brecon  and  17%  in  Berlin.

Indeed,   the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  trend  figures  above  are 
all  in  the  direction  of  less  rather  than  greater  Gorman  pre -occupation 
vdth  unity.     In  Berlin,   lOfo  more  respondents  in  September  1949  than  in 
May  1948  indicate  that  they  feel  it  to  be  more  important  to  check 
Comniunism  than  to  unite  Gerra£tny,     In  Bremen  there  is  a  similar  shift 
of  8%.     In  Bavaria  and  'FBaden  the  3%  shift  is  not  large  enough  to  be 
statistically  reliable,  but  it  certainly  makes  it  quite  definite  that 
the  trend  has  not  been  in  the  reverse  direction.

Unfortunately  no  trends  ^ire  available  on  this  newly  designed  querj'". 
But  to  the  extent  that  desire  for  unity  la   related  to  nationalism 
it  is  clear  th£.t  there  are  no  former  areas  of  the  Reich  that  a  clear 
mci.jority  of  AivIZON  Germans  ^yould  ^'^o  to  vrar  to  regain.  This  is  true 
even  thoiigh  the  majority  in  the  U.S.  Zone  feel  th?.t  East  Russia, 
Silesia,  the  Saar,  and  Danzig  rightfully  belong  to  Germany. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  certainly  true  that  fairly  large  proportions 
of  the  population  would  pay  the  price  of  war  to  regain  some  of  the 
areas  formerly  ruled  by  Germany.  This  is  particularly  the  case  in 
Berlin  and  Bremen,  w^iore  the  strength  of  restorationist  sentiment  is 
appreciably  greater  than  in  iillZON.  Over  eight  out  of  ten  Berliners 
Sv-iy  that  Germany  will  want  to  regain  East  Russia  and  Silesia  even 
if  this  would  ii©an  a  vmr.  In  Bremen  six  out  of  ton  express  the 
same  attitude.

In  interpreting  the  results  to  the  three  questions  that  have  been  con- 
sidered thus  far  —  the  area  of  greatest  German  achievement,  right  of 
conscientious  objection  and  desirability  of  the  officers  profession  -•■ 
it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  militarism  in  people's  attitudes  is  far 
from  simple  thing  to  measure.  To  the  extent  that  the  three  questions 
used  validly  bear  upon  militaristic  sentiments  their  results  suggest 
that  the  weight  of  present  day  German  opinion  is  more  anti •militaristic 
or  non-militaristic  than  it  is  militaristic.

Third ;     Thus,   before  Piiy  progranLs  to  increase  circulation  arc  undertaken, 
it  is  well  to  understand  that  not  only  is  the  potential  market  for  maga- 
zines raoro  limited  in  Germany  than  in  the  United  States,   but  oja  appro ciab^.c 
nurr±)or  of  ncvf  readers  could  probabl;,^  only  be  obtained  at  the  expense  of  ' 
other  mar;azine3.

Fifth;     Cociparison  of  tho  pocco-oconoinic  character i sties  of  the  readers 
of  tho  four  ij.Tcrican  publications,  indicate  that  with  th3  exceptions  of 
HEUTS,  all  reach  tho  sam^i  typo  of  jrcadwr:     tho  better  educated,  upper 
income,  upper  iaiddl*i;  ala*:?,   urban  rwjador. 

Sixth :     The  high  editorial  standards  of  the  throe  magazines,  jv:ON;.T, 
RUND3CH.*U  and  iiJSLESE,  whiob  aro  muoh  apjiroodatod  by  the  readers,   also 
servo  to  limit  the  number  of  potential  readers.     Only  X6%  of  the  U.S. 
Zone  population  has  iiad  r.^ro  thsui  olsmentary  schooling,  and  only  2fo 
have  had  university  training.     **t  present  tho  throw  magazines  together, 
assuinins  no  overlap,  reach  7^  of  the  total  population. 

Seventh;     There  is  little  jBvidenco  that  an  important  reason  for  not 
r-rtding  "Jny  of  the  rua/^azanos  is  b^scnuise  they  -are  published  under  the 
Auspicea  of  tho  U.S.  gcvomoiLdnt. 
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Eipihth ;     Readers  of  the  magazines  are  well  disposed  toward  them,      (This, 
appears  especially  true  cf  DER  LOJ'   T, )     This  is  to  be  expected  because 
people   do  not  tend  to  read  ira^azines  virhich  they  do  not  like.     For  this 
reason  it  is  doubtful  that  questioning  readers  on  editorial  pblicy, 
format,   contents,   etc.   is  of  great  help  in  framing  a  program  either 
for  improvement  of  the  magazine  cr  incrcaso  in  circulation,     jjnd  non- 
readers  cannot  offer  valuable  su/^gestion  because  they  are  unfamiliar 
with  the  magazines. 


Finally;      Certain  findings  of  a  more   obvious  nature  emerge   from  this 
study.      The   first  is  that  the  large  itiajority  of  magazine  readers  have

.lUSLESE,   and  a  considerable  fraction  has  also  not  heard  of  IlEUTS.      /jiy 
effort  to  gain  now  readers  v;ould  conscqu'^ntly  have  to  be  procedod  by 
an  extensive  information  cair.paign.     Secondly,  the  inclusion  of  serials 
in  HEUTE  appears  of  doubtful  value,    Icirroly  because  so  many  readers  of 
tho  m^tgazino  see  it  only  occasionally  'xnd  thus  do  not  read  the   serials.

A  series  of   ouestions   —  Inore  cr  less  closely  i*elated  '-*  v/as  asked  in 
order  to  get  q  neasure  of  reader  loyalty.*     As  the  results  reported 
below  indicate,  lELTS  has  greater  loyalty  than  any  of  the  other  U.S. 
overt  publications   --  as  well  as  having  the  largest   claimed  readership 
(Results  for  DER  I.'OrAT  should  be   cautiously  interpreted  because  of 
the  small  number  of  readers.     Tevertheless,  the  direction  of  the 
replies  is   interesting  and  possibly  quite  valid.) 


By  way.  of  comparison,  reader   loyalty  to  the  Peadrr's  Digest   and  Q,uick 
are  sj.own.     Reader  's  Di,n;ost   far  out-distances  any  of  the   overt  U.S. 
publications  in  Germany  on  all  questions.     As  to  Cyuick,   it   consistent- 
ly falls  slightly  behind  liE^TE.     The   differences  between  iCUTE  and 
<^^uick  on  each  question  are  not  reliably  beyond  chance,  but  the  sum 
total  of  replies  suggests  the   interpretati :n  that  whereas  Q,uick  apoears 
tc  be  gaining  en  liLUTE  ir  circulation,  .ZVTZ  appears  better   liked 
by  its  readers.

As  reasons  for  their  opinions,  om  in  three  of  the  75^  majority 
expressing  greatest  confidence  in  RXniS  policy  stressed  the  diversity 
and  all-round  balance  of  the  prc^anui,  4  in  10  mentioned  the  f  actual- 
ness,  timeliness  and  objectivity  of  thft  presentations,  and  2  in  10 
emphasized  their  accord  idth  BXiS  ideological  and  social  orientation* 

Of  the  22^0  ndnority  of  listeners  e;3q>ressing  just  fair  satisfaction 
viith  RliLS  transmissions,  about  2  in  10  acknowledge  their  political 
appreciation  of  the  programs,  but  have  a  poor  opinion  of  the  general 
entertainment  value  of  RIaS  offerings,  and  a  like  proportion  ex- 
pressly find  the  musical  selections  too  heavy  (especially  the  evening 
broadcasts) «  One  in  six  (or  about  1  in' 30  of  all  listeners)  claim  to 
find  the  news  presentations  and  politick  commentaries  tedious  or  un- 
interesting, and  a  somewhat  smaller  proporticnn  feel  the  iuaerican  in- 
fluence in  RIaS  is  too  strong  -  they  **mi8S  the  feeling  of  Germans  for

Little  more  than  half  (54^)  of  the  radio  listeners  in  western  Berlin 
,  are  aware  that  RIAS  operates  under  iunerican  direction,  while  28^

In  December  1949,  the  Reactions  >tnalysis  Branchy  Office  of  Public 
Affairs,  HICOG,  asked  representative  cross-sections  of  people  in  the 
U.S.  Zono,  the  throe  wostorn  sectors  of  Berlin,  und  in  Bronwn-BrenBr- 
havon  for  thJir  views  on  the  conduct  of  U.S.  occupation  troops^ 

Prior  to  the  survey^  asserted  "incidents"  between  soldiers  and  the 
civilian  population'  had  engendered  German  reactions  in  the  form  of 
critical  press  comments,  protests  by  restaurant  ov/ners,  and  strikes 
of  taxi  drivers.  This  study  was  undertaken  to  ascertain  the  views 
of  the  general  public  on  the  conduct  of  American  troops  and  to  de- 
termine whether  these  views  had  changed  in  response  to  recent  de- 
velopments. 

The  population  sample  consisted  of  1500  persons  in  the  Zone,  250  in 
V/est  Berlin,  and  l60  in  Breme.A,  selected  for  representativeness  by 
the  standard  random  method  employed  by  the  Branch,  Interviewing  was 
done  by  a  trained  Gennan  staff  under  professional  Amsrican  supervision^

Two-thirds  of  the  Germans  in  the  U.S.  Zone  say  they  have  no  American 
acquaintances.  And  six  in  ten  claim  they  seldom  or  never  even  see 
American  troops. 

But  the  troops'  conduct  is  considered  good  by  large  majorities  of  the 
public  {6ofo   in  the  Zone,  and  SOfo  in  Berlin),  Very  few  in  the  Zone 
(k%)   and  'no  one  in  Berlin  says  they  behave  badly. 

Also,  preponderant  opinions  in  all  areas  are  that  the  conduct  of  the 
U.S.  forces  has  iir.proved  since  the  war's  end,  Fev/est  are  of  this 
opinion  in  Bavaria,  however,  especially  in  the  Franconian  area  where 
numerous  alleged  incidents  have  recently  been  reported. 

Eight  out  of  ten  say  they  have  never  had  any  unpleasant  experiences 
with  the  U.S.  occupation  troops.  Among  those  who  do  report  such  ex- 
periences, reference  is  frequently  made  to  incidents  wl-iich  occurred 
in  the  first  stages  of  the  occupation,  or  even  during  wartime  im- 
prisonment • 

The  public  as  a  v»hole  either  expresses  approval  of  American  soldiers' 
patronizing  German  cafes,  or  does  not  care  one  v/ay  or  the  other , 
Only  one  in  ten  claims  to  be  opposed,  "  • 
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Six  in  ten  U.S.  Zone  Germans  claim  they  do  not  see  any  American  troops 
during  the  course  of  an  average  day,  and  53%  of  western  Berliners  state 
the  same.  In  Breiuen-Bremerhaven,  only  35%  say  they  seldom  or  never  see 
Americans,  Only  a  small  fraction  (11%  in  the  Zone)  estimate  that  they 
have  seen  ten  or  more  soldiers  daily.

Half  of  the  j»kZON  population  approve  of  itmerican  soldiers'  patronizing 
German  cafos,  four  out  of  ten  are  indifferent,  and  not  quite  one  in  ten 
is  opposed,  In  western  Berlin  almost  eight  out  of  ten  are  in  favor,  not 
quite  two  in  ten  are  indifferent,  and  a  negligible  3%  are  opposed. 

Indifference  to  this  problem  declines,  and  both  approval  and  disapproval 
grow,  with  greater  contact  with  .jnericans,   7ith  frequency  of  observing 
soldiers,  however  disapproval  ir.cr'-ascs  at  a  greater  rate  than  approval, 
while  acquaintance  with  ^jnericans  brings  a  greater  gain  in  approval. 
Those  who  have  had  unpleasant  experiences  with  ^jnoricans  are  somewhat 
less  inclined  to  approve,  and  mbre  inclined  to  oppose,  soldiers'  Visits 
to  German  restaurants  than  those  who  do  not  report  such  experiences*

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INTRODUCTION 


In  mid- January  1950,   the  problem  of  denazifiCc.tion  procedures 
was  high-lighted  in  V/uerttemberg-Baden  vidth  the  arrest   of  Heinz 
May,   the  chief  prosecutu.o  •!  the  central  denazification  court  in 
Ludwigsburg,   •'d.tid.  subsequently  of  august  kaier,   head  of  a  com- 
mercial agency  which  had  dealt  with  denazification  matters. 
Both  were  chari^ed  with  accepting  bribes  in  connection  with  de- 
nazification cases. 


The  incident  took  on  more  th.ji  local  importance  when  the  Minister 
President  of  Wuerttombcjrg-Baden,  Reinhold  Maier  and  the  U.S.   Land 
Commissioner  General  Gross  publicly  differed  on  the  implications 
of  the  scandal  anc   the  proper  role  of  the  press  in  reporting  it. 
The  iiTiportonce  of  the   incident  was  additionally  dramatized  at  the 
opening  of  the  itnierika-Kaus  in  Stuttgart  on  February  5th,   when 
Mr.  McGloy,   General  Gross  and  Reinhold  Maier  ^11  alluded  to  the 
matter. 

To  assess  urban  reactions  in  Wuerttemberg-Baden  to  the  issues 
involved,   the  tr.-.ined  German  interviewers  of  the  Reactions 
Analysis  Branch  gathered,   in  the  first  week  of  March,,  a  represen- 
tative urbuji  quota  sample  of  368  cases  from  the  six  major  cities 
of  Wuerttemberg-Baden:      Stuttgart,   Karlsruhe,  Mannheim,  Heidel- 
berg,  Ludwigsburg,    and  Esslingen. 
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Awareness  of  the  denazification  scandal  is  widespread  among  Wuej^ttemberg-^ 
Baden  city  dwellers.  Three  quarters  (74%)  said  they  had  heard  or  read 
something  about  it  and  almost  seven  out  of  ten  (685J)  could  correctly  nam^ 
one  or  more  of  the  principles  in  the  affair.

"During  the  last  few  weeks  serious  offenses  have  been  discovered  that 
had  been  committed  in  the  carrying  out  of  denazification  in  VAaerttem- 
berg— Baden,   The  persons  priinarily  accused  in  this  matter  are  the  former 
first  denazification  court  prosecutor  May,  and  the  chief  of  a  commission 
agency,  August  keyor.

A  majority  of  the  urban  residents  of  Vfuerttomborg-Baden  feel  that  the 
present  scandal  merely  typifies  the  denazification  process  in  general, 
koreover,  oven  a  larger  majority  asserts  that  the  Stuttgart  affair  is  one 
of  inany,  not  only  in  Wuerttemberg-Baden,  but  in  V^estem  Germ^y.  These 
opinions  are  seen  in  replies  to  the  following  series  of  questions. 

The  first  question  poses  a  very  strong  indictment  of  the  process  of  de- 
nazification and  asks  the  respondents  if  thoy  concur  or  disagree.  It  can 
be  seen  that  a  full  utajority  agree  to  the  contention  that  the  present 
scandal  proves  the,  whole  du'nazification  process  has  been  nothing  but  a

The  Wuerttomberg- 
Baaon  kinister  President  fteinhold  x.aier  riiaintained,   on  the  contrary, 
that  nothing  should  be  reported  in  the  press  until  the  investigation 
was  concluded.      It  is  clear  from  the  results  below  that  a  definite 
majority  of    ."uerttjmburg- Baden  city  dwellers  agree  with  the  ijnurican 
point  of  view.     This  fact  tends  to  indicate  a  strong  interest  in  public 
disseiiOJiation  of  inforrnation  airiong  ■,^icrttemborg-Badon  residents,     a  pub-

Clearly  evidont  fron  the  present   study  is  that   a  naj':^rity  of  the 
Geman,  people  in  the  U.S.    areas  of  occupation  >r«s     opposed,   as  of  the 
turn  of  the  year,   t-   the  estatlishinent  '■f  a  Vest  G-erman  army.

The  r«asons  tlTiSit  \;qtq   oxfercd  for  tho  ir^jority  opposition  to  tho  present 
establishmfcnt  of  a  "Vv-st  Giirman  arr»Qr'  n-iake  it  vory  ©vidont  that  inost  Ger- 
nians,  at  the  pro  sunt  tiiiKJ,  ere  opposed  to  wcr.  But  they  do  not  fiiake 
clear  whether  such  opposition  springs  onlj''  from  a  present  disinclination 
to  undergo  the  additional  sacrifices  and  discoinforts  that  a  war  would 
entail,  or  derive  from  a  ruore  basic  rejection  of  military  traditions 
generally.  Only  in  the  latter  case  would  it  be  safe  to  infer  an  impor- 
tant weakening  in  tho  traditional  Gorrran  affinity  for  militarism.

Reasons  given  by  people  who  favor  roilitary  training  demonstrate  that, 
although  the  majoi'ity  of  Germans  are  at  present  quite  unenthusiastic 
about  an  arniy  and  its  c one oudt ants,  a  large  proportion  of  them  can 
advance  ii»any  argufiionts  on  behalf  of  r/iilitary  trainixig.  Thoir  reasons 

are  cataloguexi  on  tho  following  page.

They  get  accustoned  to  orderliness,  disci- 
pline, sobriety  and  punctuelity;  they  learn 
how  to  act  rapidly  end.   resolutely;  etc.

2,  In  ell  the  arers  investig' ted,   it  may  "be   seen,   the  largest 
proportion  of  respondents  feel  thrt   Germans  may  profit  from 
xkTieric^^n  teaching  in  the  arer  of  industry  and  technology.

Recourse  to  the  complete  figures  in  the  t- "bular  summrry  revepis 
that  fully  half  the  respondents  in  the  US  Z^  ne  {SC'fi)  unequivocally 
contend  that  Germans  oen  learn  "nothing"   from  the  iimeriof-ns  in  the 
esthetic  fields,     And  c'^ntr'ijry  to  the  case  for  any  other  field  of 
endeavor  listed,  more  Berliners  (56^)   rather  than  fewer  affirm

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That  the  well  informed  ere  mere  receptive  to  AmericPn  reorientation 
efforts  can  not  only  be  demonstreted  "by  population  "breakdowne,   "but 
through  background  informational  que  at i one.

In  January  1950^   the  Reactions  Analysis  Branch,  Office  of  Public 
Affaire,    sufveyed  a  representative  sample  of  the  population  in  the 

US  Zone,   Bremen  end  the  thfee  Wepte?*n  pectofp  of  Berlin  on  their 
views  toward  the  American  reorientation  program.      The  present 
report  -  the  second  of  a  series  of  three  -  presents  German  reacti<^ns 
to  American  democrr'tizatii  n  efforts. 


The   sample   employed  in  these   studies   comprises  1,500  persons  in  the 
US  Zonei   250  in  Berlin,    and  160  in  Bremen,    selected  for  representc- 
tiveness  "by  the   standard  random  method  employed  "by  the  Branch, 
Interviewing  wes  c.»nducted  "by  a  trained  German  staff  under  professional 
American  supervision. 


SOl-iE  HIGHLIGHTS   ...

Awareness  of  a  specific  American  program  to  democratize  the  German 
people  is  limited  to  a  third  of  US  Z-ne  residents.  In  Berlin  half 
the  population  express  ewrreness  of  such  a  program. 

As  is  tc   be  expected,    familiarity  is  greater   among  the  more   educated 
groups  in  the  US  Z*  ne  population  -  the  "better   schooled,    the  higher 
income  levels,    the  city-dwellers,    and  men.      German  y^uth  (from  15  - 
19  ye»irs  of  age)   appear  to  "be  the  gr^rup  least  aware  of  American 
demccrctization  efforts. 


Six  out   of  ten  US  Zone  GerratJis  -  three  out  of  four  in  Berlin  -  welcome 
^unericrn  efforts  to  familiarize  the  Germans  with  democratic  ideas. 

Considerably  more  of  the  better  educPted,    the  higher  income  groups, 
the  city-dwellers,    and  men  fpvor  ^erican  efforts  to  bring  democrccy 
to  the  Germans  thfin  do   their  counterpart  groups. 

Significantly,    German  youth  (p.ges  15  -  19)  -  a  crucial  target  of  the 

reorientation  program  -  least  welcome  American  democratization 
efforts.

Almost  half  the  US  Zone  residents  and  throe  quarters  ^f  the  Berliner s 
believe  that  f favorable  effects  will  result  from  iunerican  efforts  to 
familiarize  the  Gerrai-ns  with  democratic  idets. 

Of  all  the  grr>upB  examined  in  the  US  Zone,   German  y^uth  (from  15  to 
19)  manifest  the  smfllest  prrportion  (30^0  who  believe  thft  the 
democratization  program  will  have  ffvcrrble  effects. 

Though  the  beet  educated  in  the  US  Zone  most  welcome  Anericf^n 
democratization  efforts,   a  sizeable  proportion  of  them  (40-)  are  not 
optimistic  about   their  having  much  effect  on  the  Germans, 
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"Because  America  has  so  much  to  teach  p"bout  the  deiaocratic  wcy  '^t 
life,"   is  the  nost  frequent  argument   rdvHjic&d  by  those  who  feel 
democri'ftization  efforts  will  "be  effective.

,   Pro    f'.nd  con  opinic  ns  "bf^th  rise  rmcng  the  n.-'re  educated  groups  in  the 
US  Zone,   "but   in  p11  groups  the  proportion  which  "believes  thft  Anericr'n 
occupption  officials  follow  democratic  principles  hervily  outweighs 
the  negrtive.

In  none  of  the  populr-tion  comparisons  "bel'^w  does  appreciPbly  more  than 
one  out  of  ten  mainfin  that   the  object  cf  the  reorientr.tion  program  is 
to  fmericenize  the  Germrns.      The   sane  limited  proportions  obt' in  for  the 
view  that  ilmeric?n  efforts  arc  half  to   deraocrftize  and  half  to   rmericrji- 
ize  ,      The  more  informed  elements  of  the  population  -  the  "better  educa- 
ted,  the  higher  income  groups,   the  city-dwellers,    rnd  men  -  rll  tend  in 
larger  proportions  to  Judge  Jjnericrn  reorientation  aims  as  demccrrti- 
zation  rather  than  pmericanization.     And  finally,   whatever  nry  "be  the 
reasons  for  the  lesser  responsiveness  to  the  iwnericrn  progrnci  evidenced 
in  this  study  "by  youth  under  20,    it  is  cle«  rly  shown  here  it  does  not 
derive  from  any  widespread  felling  that  the  i»mericans  are  trying  to  make 
Germans  over  in  their  own  ira^ge.

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III.   Opinions  on  the  Cultural  Exchange  I*rogrrjn 
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INTHODUCTION  ... 


In  January  1950,  the  Peactione  Analyeie  Branch,  Office  of  Fu"bllc 
Affairsi  conducted  a  puhllc  opinion  suryey  in  the  US  Zone,  Bremen, 
and  the  three  Vestern  sectors  of  Berlin  to  essess  German  views  on 
,  the  American  reorientation  program.   The  present  report  -  the  third 

and  last  of  a  series  -  describes  the  findings  on  German  awareness 
and  opinions  on  the  cultural  exchange  pr.*gram. 

The  sample  utilized  in  these  studies  comprises  1,500  persons  in  the 
US  Zone,  250  in  Berlin,  and  160  in  Bremen,  selected  for  representa- 
tiveness "by  the  etcinderd  random  method  employed  by  the  Branch. 

■^  Interviewing  was  condri^ted  by  a  trained  German  staff  under  profes- 

'  sional  Americ«?n  sup'^^^rvision. 

SOME  HIGHLIGHTS  ... 

...  Four  people  out  of  ten  in  the  American  Zone  have  heard  about  a 

German-ianerican  exchange  program,  but  large  majorities  of  the  better 
educated  are  informed  about  the  program.  Fropcrtionately  more 
Berliners  ere  aware  of  the  exchange  program  than  are  US  Zone 
residents. 

...  A  large  majority  of  those  who  have  heard  of  the  program  can  correct- 
I  ly  identify  one  or  more  of  its  aspects.  Hore  than  half  mention 

student  exchange,  while  smaller  numbers  refer  to  exchange  of  experts 
and  professors  or  to  interchange  of  ideas  in  general, 

...  Half  of  the  US  Zone  respondents  who  have  hetrd  of  the  -Drogrem  know 
thst  it  is  financed  by  the  United  States,  Othere  either  have  no 
opinion  or  believe  it  is  financed  by  the  U. S,  and  Germany  jointly, 
by  Germany  alone,  or  by  the  individuals  concerned, 

...  Almost  eight  out  of  ten  people  in  the  US  Zone  (more  then  nine  out 
of  ten  in  Berlin)  believe  not  only  the  individual,  but  Germany  as 
a  whole  benefits  by  the  experiences  of  students  and  experts  sent 
to  the  United  Stetes  under  fen  exchange  program.   Only  6*^-  feel  that 
the  benefit  accrues  merely  to  the  individuals  chosen.

Extent  of  awareness  of  the  exchange  program  varies   shnrply  rmong  the 
various  population  groups  in  the  Americi  n  Zone.      Vnierers  only  one 
third  (34^)   of  those  with  elementary  schooling  have  herrd  anything 
ahout    such  a  progrr.m,   two  thirds  of  those  with  secrmdrry  schooling 
(69^0    rnd  almost  nine  tenths  of  university  trained  persons  (89*:^) 
have  heard  of  the  progr-'m.

In  no  case 
does  the  number  of  mcnti'^ns  amount   tc  much  more  than  about   2     of  the 
populati'^n.     However,    since  today's  magazines  include  established 
publications  as  well  ps  many  relative  newcomers,   e.g.  liUBNCHElElE 
ILLUSTRIERTE,    appreciable  changes  in  the  popularity  ratings  mcy  be 
expected  with  time  as  the  present   rather  fluid  state  of  G-erman  magazine 
publishing  continues.

In  &  survey  made  In  February  1950,   the^fieiibtioiii  Ahai^iiit  Unit,  Office 
of  Pu'blic  lffair»,  mCOG,   explored  opinions  regardli^  the  suitability 
and  extent  of  democratio  goveraiBent  in  Western  Germany, 

A  representative,  random  saxsple  of  3000  residents  in  the  US  Zone, 
500  in  the  three  western  sectors  of  Berlin,   and  250  in  Bremen  was 
interviewed  "by  a  trained  German  staff  supervised  hy  imeriean  surveys 
officers.     The  analysis  of  the  results  was  done  in  the  Headquarters 
office  of  the  Unit.     In  this  study  a  split-hallot  was  used,  that  is, 
half  of  the  sample  was  asked  one  set  of  questions,   half  another  set, 
with  certain  questions  common  to  both. 

An  assessment  by  the  people  of  the  suitability  and  prevalence  of  demo- 
cratic government  depends  of  course  on  their  understanding  of  the  meaning 
of  the  term  demccracy.     Tct  this  reason,  the  analysis  rei>orted  here 
centers  around  public  understanding  of  the  term. 

Some  preliminary  points  need  to  be  noted  in  this  connection: 

...   A  large  minority  of  the  German  ]public  does  not  venture  to  define 
democracy. 

...   By  the  same  token,   large  minorities  are  also  unable  to  say  \diether 
or  not  democratic  government  is  suitable  to  Western  Germany  now, 
or  the  extent  to  which  it  may  or  may  not  exist  in  Western  Germany 
today. 

...   However,   the  ^Ho  opinion"   replies  come  largely  from  women  respon- 
dents.    On  almost   every  question  asked,   approximately  eight  out  of 
ten  women  say,    "I    don't  know.*'     For  this  reason,   comparisons  of 
replies  of  men  end  women  are  stressed  throughout  this  report. 

A  further  point  requires  mention: 

,.,  There  is  remarkably  little  divergence  in  opinions  among  the  popula- 
tion in  the  three  Laender  to   the  queries  raised  here.     Accordingly, 
Laender  breakdowns  are  shown  in  the  report  only  vhen  iipportimt 
diff  Arejioos  occur. 
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SUMkARY  i^KD  CONCLUSION  ... 


The  G-erman  pu>}lic  in  the  US  Zone,  Western  Berlin,   and  Bremen,    offers 
various  definitions   of   democracy,   only  very  few  of  which  indicate 
hostility  to  the  principle.     Though  the  definitions  vary  in  specificity, 
they  are  generally  pertinent. 

Preponderant  opinions  are  that  a  democratic  or  analogous  type  of 
government  is  the  most  suita'ble  form  of  government  for  a  unified 
Germany, 

Pluralities  in  the  zone  and  Bremen  (majority  in  Berlin)   say  the  Bonn 
government  is  "truly  democratic, **  "but  many  feel  it  is  not  "especially 
so."

Reasons  of  those  vdio  think  it  is  not  "especially"  democratic  consist 
more  of  lively  criticisms  of  their  representatives  at  Bonn  than  of  a 
weighing  of  the  facts  pro  and  con  "democracy." 

Bat  whatever  reservations  people  have  on  the  fundamental  democracy  of 
the  Bonn  government,  when  asked  what  they  would  call  the  Vest  G-erman 
government,   majorities   say  a  democracy,   or  popular  government,   or  a 
republic, 

And,    asked  how  many  political  parties  should  exist  in  Vest  Germany, 
a  majority  favors  a  multi-party  system  with  most  votes  going  for  a 
two-or  three-party  system.     But  a  fifth  favor  a  one-party  system* 

As  to  the  Ji^fst  Gi^rman  government,    almost  no  one  thinks  it  can  be  called 
a  "people's"   government.     Moat   call  it   a  "tyranny^"   "despotism,"   "dicta- 
tor ship,"   and  so  on. 

In  conclusion,    despite  the  relatively  large  number  ^f  "no  opinion" 
replies,   a  majority  of  the  population  in  the  US  Z'tne,   Western  Berlin, 
and  Bremen  appear  to  be  well  Informed  on  the  meaniJ3g  of  p'^litical 
democracy  and  t*^  f ev">r  it  as  a  f-»rm  *f  government   suitable  for  G-ermany, 
Of  iiqportance  is  the  fact  that   such  a  very  large  proportion  of  G-erman 
women  has  no  opinion  or  ideas  on  the  issue  studied  in  this  report.

Inability  to  state  what  democracy  mewis,  is  of  course  closely  related  to  odu^ 
cation  -  aijnost  all  (96^)  of  the  "no  opinion"  group  consist  of  people  vdth 
only  elementary  schooling.

Opinions  regarding  the  most   suitable  government   for  Germany  apparently 
ere  independent  of  ability  to   define  the  term.     As  will  be  noted  in  the 
conparative  table  below,   the  pattern  of  replies  of  the  '^informed"   groyjp 
varies  little  f'rom  that  of  the  US  Zone  public  as  a  whole.     But  the  pres- 
tige value  of  democracy  is  apparent  in  the  fact  that  among  those  who 
oennot  profftr  a  definition  of  the  term,  a  denooratio  gorernnent  ii  moit 
frequently  proposed  as  the  most  suitable  form  for  a  united  Germany.

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INTRODaCTlON 


Prom  ikprll  5  to  April  15  1950,   the  React  lone  ivnalyeis  Unit,  Office 
of  Public  i^feirs,   conducted  a  public  opinion  survey  in  the  three 
Western  sectors  of  Berlin  in  order  to  obtain  German  thinking  and 
the   state  of  their  morale  in  respect  to  the  prospective  VRiitsuntide 
march  on  Berlin. 


The   sample   employed  in  the  present   study  consists  of  500  cases  selected 
for  representativeness  "by  the  standard  random  method  employed  hy  the 
Unit,     Xzxtervievdng  %«aB  conducted  'by  a  trained  German  staff  under 
professional  i«merican  supervision. 

Group  comparisons  have  been  omitted  throughout  this  report  since  the 
returns  indicated  that  men  and  women,  old  and  young,  and  the  various 
educational  and  economic  levels  do  not  differ  substantially  in  their 
opinions  on  the  questions  that  were  asked. 


SOME  HIGHLIGHTS 


THX  WHITSUNTIDE  MEETING  , . . 

In  general,   the  West  Berlin  population  egppears  to  he  maintaining  its 
usual  aplomb  in  the  face  of  the  projected  TDJ  march  in  Berlin.     Nov  - 
as  during  the  months  of  the  blockade  ~  steadfastness  and  absence  of 
hysteria  mark  the  attitudes  of  the  larg^  majority  of  West  Berliners, 
This  is  borne  out  by  the  following  findings: 

...   Thou^  two-thirds  say,  in  responoe  to  a  direct  question^  that  they  are 
more  worried  by  the  current  East-West   tension  than  by  economic  problems, 
only  one  in  lOu  mentions  the  vniitsuntide  meeting  when  asked  to   state 
the  most  difficult  current  problem  of  Berlin.     Rather,   three  fourths 
mention  various  economic  problems,   and  less  than  a  fifth  bring  up  poli* 
tieal  problems  bearing  on  the  East-West  conflict. 

...  As  to  what' will  happen  at  the  Whitsuntide  meeting:     only  five  in  100 
see  it  as  a  serious  affair  accompanied  by  large-scale  riots,  much 
shooting,   clashes  with  troops,    etc.;    forty  in  100  anticipate  brawls, 
agitation,   some  shooting,   looting,   etc.   and  thirty  in  100  think  it  will 
go  by  without  incident.

From  resiilts  to  the  preceding  question  and  the  following,  there  appear 
to  be  few  illusions  among  VJest  Be r liners  as  to  the  purposes  and  nature 
of  the  FDJ  Meeting.

LAJORITY  CONSIDER  iii:£RICiiN  POLICY  TOO  CONCILUTORY  . . . 


Almost  six  in  ten  'Vest  Berllners  believe  that  recent  Afi^rican  policy  toward 
Russia  has  been  too  conciliatory.  Howeverj  most  of  those  who  make  such  a 
criticism^  credit  the  US  with  what  might  be  considered  as  good  motives  for 
having  such  a  policy.  One  quarter  believes  that  US  policy  is  not  firm 
because  she  seeks  to  solve  the  world  crisis  in  a  peaceful  way*  Another  8^^ 
sees  diplomatic  tactics  in  the  US  policy,  a  minority  think  that  such  a 
conciliatory  policy  is  inherent  in  a  democratic  form  of  governmsnt*

America  wants  to  eliminate  tensions  in  a  peaceful  way;  avoid  application  of 
force,  violence  and  war;  So  as  not  to  drive  the  tensions  to  the  breaking- 
point,  they  always  yield;  to  avoid  a  new  war  and  its  casualities;  to  secure 
peace;  to  give  the  Russians  no  chance  to  provoke  a  war;  they  don't  want 
to  increase  the  differences;  they  want  to  settle  everything  peacefully;

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INTRODUCTION. . . 


Some  observers  of  ]^re8ent-day  student  bodies  in  Western  G-erman 
universities  have  claimed  that  they  are   strongholds,  of  conservatism 
end  nationalism,   not  to    say  reaction  end  nazism.     Others  have  asserted 
the  contrary,    seying  that  today's  Grerman  students  er.y  ear  quite  promising. 


In  an  initial   effort  to  measure  the  direction  of  0;?inions  of  West 
German  student p,     the  Munich  office  of  the  Reactions  ^alysis  Unit,  OPuB, 
HICOGr  undertook  a  survey  in  February  1950,   among  students  at  Erlengen 
and  Munich  universities.     They  were  queried  on  a  variety  of  social  and 
political  issues.     As  mrny  of  the  questions  used  have  been  frequently 
asked  the  U.S.    Zone  public,    the  latter' s  orinions  on  the  issues  reported 
here  are  also  included  wherever  com;ipara.ble  findings  are  avrilable.

Using  U.S.    Zone  opinions  as  a  fr^nie  of  reference,   there  is  little  basis  - 
in  this  initial   study  -  to  consider  students  more  conservPtive,    ejid  cer- 
tainly not  more  politically  ecpathetic  than  their  elders.     As  a  rule,    the 
contrary  is  the  case.     However,    as  this   study  is  only  a  preliminary  one, 
a  more  considered  judgment  must  wait  on  a  larger,   more  detailed  survey. 

In  the  present   inquiry  a  representative,   random  sample  consisting  of 
300  students  at  Munich  and  260  at  Erlangen  was  interviewed  at  home  by 
trained  G-erman  interviewers  under  professional  American  supervisors.

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INTRODUCTION 


Since  1947,  major  trends  in  opinions  of  the  German  public  in  the  U.  S.  Zone  of 
Occupation  have  been  reported  annually  in  graphic  form.  This  report  is  the  fourth 
in  the  series,  as  recorded  and  reported  by  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff,  Office  of 
Public  Affairs,  HICOG  (formerly  the  Opinion  Surveys  Branch,  Information  Services 
Division,  OMGUS).  Some  of  the  trends  date  back  to  early  1946;  others  have  been 
measured  only  for*  a  brie^  time.  The  last  recorded  point  for  all  trends  reported 
here  is  either  November  or  December  1949. 

Establishment  of  the  Federal  German  Republic,  the  change  from  Military  Gov- 
ernment to  the  High  Commission,  and  developments  in  Western  Europe  and  in  the 
Fiast-West  situation  have  required  the  measurement  of  new  areas  of  opinion, 
especially  during  the  last  half  of  1949.  At  the  same  time,  many  of  the  problems  and 
issues  incident  to  the  first  years  of  the  occupation  ceased  to  be  as  pertinent  as 
formerly.  For  these  reasons,  as  will  be  noted,  a  number  of  the  trends  reported  here 
are  derived  from  questions  asked  only  two  or  three  times,  either  because  new  topics 
are  involved,  or  because  it  was  found  necessary  to  alter  questions  previously  used 
to  conform  to  changed  conditions.  In  other  instances  some  trends  which  had  been 
•  measured  since  1945  were  dropped  entirely  during  1949  as  being  no  longer  of 
pressing  interest. 

From  October  1945  to  December  1949,  eighty  full-scale,  scientifically  designed 
surveys  were  made  in  the  U.  S.  Zonfe.  Many  other  surveys,  covering  special  groups 
and  more  limited  geographical  areas,  have  also  been  carried  out.  The  last  study 
reported  here,  December  1949,  is  based  on  a  stratified,  probability  sample  of  4000 
cases,  representing  a  miniature  of  the  U.  S.  Zone  as  a  whole,  as  well  as  of  the 
populations  in  Bavaria,  Hesse,  Wuerttemberg-Baden,  the  three  Western  sectors  of 
Berlin,  and  Bremen-Bremerhaven.  (See  Appendix  I  for  a  detailed  description  of  the 
sample.) 

All  interviewing  in  the  surveys  is  done  by  a  staff  of  120  trained  German  inter- 
viewers, supervised  by  four  American  Surveys  Officers.  Personnel  of  the  head- 
quarters staff  at  Bad  Nauheim  prepare  and  standardize  the  questionnaires,  supervise 
the  coding  and  processing  of  the  material  to  punch  cards  when  questionnaires  are 
returned  from  the  field,  analyze  the  data  and  report  the  results. 

The  Reactions  Analysis  Staff  has  issued  206  mimeographed  reports,  and  a 
number  of  memoranda  and  special  reports.  Listed  in  Appendix  II  are  unclassified 
reports  currently  available.

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SOME  BACKGROUND  ATTITUDES 


In  this  section,  results  of  a  series  of  questions  dealing  with  a  variety  of  attitudes 
and  opinions  are  reported.  Some  concern  broad  current  issues,  others  weigh  the 
prevalence  of  German  traditionalism.  As  might  be  expected,  the  results  as  reported 
are  somewhat  at  variance  and  not  open  to  simple  interpretation. 

1.  "Leave  politics  to  others"  has  consistently  been  the  attitude  of  the  U.S.  Zone 
public  from  1946.  Prior  to  last  summers  West  German  elections  and  also  during 
the  first  autumn  of  the  Bonn  government's  career,  less  than  two-fifths  of  the 
people  claimed  to  have  any  interest  in  politics. 

2.  Majorities  have  also  claimed  since  1946  to  be  insufficiently  informed  on  political 
matters.  That  this  reflects  political  apathy  rather  than  intellectual  modesty  is 
seen  in  the  fact  that  when  a  follow-up  query  has  been  made  on  whether  these 
people  would  like  more  information  negative  replies  have  predominated. 
However,  as  the  chart  indicates,  from  February  to  November  1949,  the  proportion 
claiming  not  to  know  enough  about  politics  dropped  ten  points  —  63  "/•  to  53  */». 

3.  Clearly,  a  large  proportion  of  U.  S.  Zone  Germans  lack  confidence  in  their 
ability  to  manage  their  affairs  in  a  democratic  way.  The  number  of  people  who 
feel  that  West  Germans  are  now  capable  of  democratic  government  has  averaged 
less  than  half  the  U.  S.  Zone  adult  population.  A  third  have  taken  an  outright 
negative  view  and  about  a  fifth  have  customarily  withheld  judgment  on  the 
problem. 

4.  "Was  National  Socialism  a  bad  idea,  or  a  good  idea  badly  carried  out?"  has  not 
only  been  one  of  the  questions  most  frequently  put  to  the  public,  but  one  whose 
results  are  most  provocative.  The  trend  of  opinion  is  definitely  toward  "a  good 
idea  badly  carried  out."  At  the  last  recorded  point,  59  */•  were  of  this  opinion 
in  contrast  to  the  1947  average  of  about  52  Vr  Conversely,  only  30%  called  the 
idea  bad  compared  with  the  previous  average  of  about  38  */•.  The  trend  lends 
itself  to  no  easy  interpretation.  At  a  minimum,  the  upward  trend  suggests  that 
as  the  years  pass  more  and  more  Germans  are  emphasizing  in  their  own  minds 
the  more  attractive  aspects  of  National  Socialism  and  minimizing  its  odious 
features.  The  results  clearly  indicate  that  the  term,  National  Socialism,  has  not 
come  into  disrepute  to  a  majority  of  Germans.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is 
little  reason  to  believe  that  the  tendency  to  see  good  in  National  Socialism  neces- 
sarily means  that  this  group  is  Nazi  or  ultra-nationalistic.  More  detailed  studies 
show  that  much  the  same  reasons  are  advanced  to  support  their  arguments  by 
those  who  think  National  Socialism  was  a  bad  idea  as  by  those  who  say  it  was 
a  good  idea,  badly  carried  out.  Both  cite  as  its  bad  features  the  persecution  of 
the  Jews  and  other  peoples,  force,  brutality,  concentration  camps,  aggressive 
war,  genocide,  etc.  Full  employment,  public  works,  worker's  vacations,  etc.,  are 
invariably  adduced  as  its  good  aspects  —  that  is,  the  stress  is  on  the  "socialist" 
features  of  National  Socialism.  The  fact,  however,  that  a  majority  of  U.  S.  Zone 
Germans  are  still  unaware  of,  or  choose  to  avoid  analysing,  the  intrinsic 
character  of  National  Socialism  should  not  be  ignored. 

5.  The  view  that  "some  races  are  inferior*  to  others  decreased  from  March  1948 
to  September  1949.  In  1948,  43*/*  held  this  opinion;  in  1949,  only  34 '/•  did  so. 
Meanwhile,  the  proportion  thinking  the  contrary  rose  accordingly  —  from  46  *f» 
to  56  Vt. 

6.  The  trend  of  opinions  on  responsibility  for  World  War  II  appears  to  be  shifting. 
More  people  are  coming  to  name  Germany  as  responsible,  and  fewer  to  cite 
"particular  circumstances '  as  the  cause.  Thus  in  November  1947,  26  */•  mentioned 
Germany,  and  55  *h  "circumstances."  In  September  1949,  37  */•  said  Germany, 
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and  36  •/•  "circumstances."  Noteworthy  also  -is  the  fact  that  many  of  the  state- 
ments grouped  in  the  "circumstances"  category  of  replies  have  blamed  the  war 
on  Hitler  and  the  Nazis,  Germany  and  other  countries.  Hitler  and  other 
countries,  etc. 

7.  Consistently,  six  in  ten  U.  S.  Zone  residents  have  indicated  they  would  prefer 
a  government  offering  economic  security  to  one  guaranteeing  civil  liberties  —  if 
they  had  to  make  a  choice.  Though  such  a  choice  may  be  considered  arbitrary 
and  harsh,  it  is  worth  noting  that  when  the  same  question  was  put  to  the 
American  public,  opinions  were  completely  reversed.  It  would  appear  from  this 
that  whereas  the  American  public  is  conditioned  to  vote  for  freedom,  the  Ger- 
man public  is  conditioned  to  vote  for  security. 

b.  The  contrast  of  this  trend  to  the  preceding  one  is  marked.  Here,  a  six  in  ten 
majority  says  it  would  not  give  up  certain  specified  rights  for  economic  security. 
Indications  are  that  when  liberties  are  brought  down  to  the  level  of  every  day 
living,  they  are  regarded  more  highly  by  the  U.  S.  Zone  public.  As  to  the  specific 
rights,  it  will  be  noted  that  the  right  to  vote  for  the  political  party  of  one's  choice 
has  been  the  one  most  people  would  yield,  and  freedom  of  the  press  has  been 
next  most  frequently  mentioned,  which  would  be  surrendered

In  general,  the  optimism  which  ensued  following  currency  reform  in  June  1948 
continues  to  characterize  US  Zone  thinking  on  economic  matters.  In  contrast  to 
the  pre-currency  reform  period,  prices  —  not  shortages  —  are  now  the  major 
complaint. 

1.  Opinions  on  a  possible  future  rise  or  fall  of  prices  apparently  are  not  so  much 
related  to  the  actual  price  situation  as  to  more  generalized  attitudes  on  economic 
affairs.  In  this  respect,  opinions  on  this  issue  may  be  considered  a  fair  measure 
of  the  general  trend  of  optimism-pessimism  regarding  economic  conditions. 
Thus,  following  currency  reform,  as  more  goods  became  available  and  the 
economic  situation  in  general  improved,  an  increasing  number  of  persons 
expressed  the  opinion  that  prices  would  fall.  The  proportion  feeling  prices 
would  go  up  dropped  to  4  •/•  (January  1949).  Until  the  fall  of  1949  there  was 
little  change  in  the  trend.  But  from  July  to  November  1949,  the  number  thinking 
prices  would  decline,  dropped  from  72  •/•  to  49  "/o,  and  the  proportion  which 
foresaw  higher  prices  increased  from  7  •/»  to  21  •*/#,  despite  the  fact  that  no 
important  increase  in  prices  had  occurred  during  the  period.  What  had  occurred 
was  that  the  strains  and  stress  on  the  Germany  economy,  including  unemploy- 
ment, were  more  apparent. 

2.  Fluctuations  have  always  marked  the  trend  of  opinion  on  what  economic 
conditions  in  the  US  Zone  will  possibly  be  within  the  near  future.  In  general, 
however,  optimism  has  been  the  predominant  note.  This  was  especially  true  in 
the  half  year  following  currency  reform.  The  last  two  points  registered  indicate 
that  a  leveling-off  of  the  trend  may  be  in  progress.  A  bare  majority  then 
foresaw  "better  conditions,"  a  fifth  predicted  worsened  conditions,  and  another 
fifth  thought  they  would  stay  the  same. 

3.  Confidence  in  the  Deutsche  Mark  remained  high  throughout  1949.  Predominant 
opinion  was  that  it  would  either  retain  its  curent  value  or  gain  in  value.  As  the 
mark  actually  gained,  fewer  people  saw  increased  worth  for  it,  and  more 
predicted  it  would  retain  its  current  value.  (From  June  1948  to  January  1949, 
a  question  "Do  you  think  the  new  German  mark  will  be  worth  as  much  a 
year  from  now  as  it  is  now?"'  was  asked.  In  February  1949,  the  phrasing  was 
changed  to  provide  for  the  categories,  "worth  more,"  and  "worth  less.") 

4.  Prior  to  the  currency  reform  of  June  1948,  majorities  had  held  that  their  family 
incomes  were  sufficient  to  cover  necessary  expenses.  Following  the  reform, 
opinion  completely  reversed,  with  the  majority  saying  their  incomes  were  not 
large  enough.  The  explanation  of  this  reversal  undoubtedly  is  that  money  not 
only  had  a  real  value  after  the  reform  which  it  had  lacked  before,  but  also  more 
goods  were  on  sale.  During  1949,  there  were  minor  fluctuations  in  the  trend, 
with  opinions  almost  evenly  divided  between  affirmative  and  negative  views. 

5.  The  chart  graphically  describes  what  has  occurred  in  West  Germany  in  the  past 
year  and  a  half.  From  March  1946  to  June  1948  large  proportions  claimed  their 
food  was  inadequate  for  efficient  work.  By  January  1949,  opinions  that  food  was 
sufficient  started  an  upward  trend  with  61  '/•  making  the  assertion.  By  November 
of  that  year,  85  '/i  said  so. 

6.  Between  February  1948  and  January  1949  there  was  a  diametric  shift  in 
attitudes  regarding  improvement  of  individual  living  conditions.  In  1948,  54  */• 
claimed  they  were  "worse  off"  then  than  they  had  been  the  year  previously.  By 
January  1949,  52  •/#  said  they  were  "better  off  than  the  year  before.  That  picture 
remained  substantially  unchanged  throughout  1949.

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AMERICAN  AID 


From  the  inception  of  Marshall  Plan  aid,  the  trends  in  opinion  regarding  il  and 
related  issues  have  been  charted.  As  will  be  noted,  knowledge  of  the  plan  is 
relatively  extensive.  Appreciation  of  US  aid  appears  likewise  to  be  widespread 

1.  At  the  last  trend  point  (November  1949)  six  in  ten  .said  thev  had  heard  of  the 
Marshall  Plan  and  approved  of  it,  as  compared  with  five  in  ten  in  February 
1948.  Only  a  miniscule  minority  has  ever  expressed  disapproval  of  the  plan. 

2.  As  a  check  on  knowledge  of  the  Marshall  Plan,  a  more  rigorous  form  of  query 
was  instituted  in  August  1949  and  repeated  in  November.  This  required  that 
part  of  the  public  which  knew  there  was  an  American  aid  plan  to  identify  it  by 
name.  Approximately  two-thirds  of  US  Zone  residents  said  there  was  a  plan  and 
more  than  half  could  attach  a  correct  name  to  it:  Marshall  Plan,  ERP,  or  ECA. 
"Marshall  Plan'  was  the  name  by  which  the  plan  was  most  frequently  designated 
by  the  public. 

.1.  On  the  question  of  the  sufficiency  of  American  aid  to  Europe  the  overall  picture 
is  that  of  a  downward  trend  on  "give  help,  but  not  enough  and  a  correspondingly 
upward  trend  on  "all  help  neces.sary.'  In  February  1948,  30  "/o  said  all  help; 
in  November  1949,  the  proportion  was  39  "^n.  At  the  same  dates,  53 '/n  and 
44  Ve,  respectively,  said  "not  enough  help. 

4.  The  trend  in  opinions  on  the  motives  of  the  US  in  giving  aid  to  Europe  has 
been  remarkably  steady.  Prevention  of  the  spread  of  Communism  has  always 
held  first  place,  followed  in  declining  sequence  by  a  desire  to  help  the  hungry 
and  homeless,  to  gain  allies  in  case  of  a  war,  and  to  get  rid  of  surplus  goods. 
To  win  the  European  market  or  to  force  Capitalism  on  Europe  remains  unchanged 
as  the  choice  of  very  few  people.  (It  should  be  noted  that  the  alternative  state- 
ments are  presented  in  the  charts  in  order  of  frequency  of  mention,  and  not  in 
the  order  in  which  the  question  is  asked.  For  example,  the  alternative  regarding 
Communism  is  in  fifth  place  on  the  card  which  is  handed  to  respondents.^ 


5. 


The  overwhelming  opinion  has  been  that  the  Marshall  Plan  is  favorable  to 
Western  Germany.  Both  in  August  and  November  1949,  34  "/o  of  the  US  Zone 
public  expressed  this  opinion. 


H.  A  majority  of  about  six  in  ten  held  throughout  1949  that  the  US  supplies  half 
or  more  of  the  rationed  food  in  West  Germany.  Indeed  a  fourth  of  the  population 
said  that  "almost  all"  German  food  was  supplied  bv  the  US-  Another  fourth  felt, 
however,  that  the  US  contributed  very  little  food  to  Germany. 

7.  As  to  whether  the  US  has  furthered  or  hindered  the  reconstruction  of  Germany, 
the  trend  has  been  toward  "furthered"  and  away  from  "hindered.  The  low 
point  occurred  in  November  1947,  when  only  39  "/n  said  'furthered.  20  "/m  said 
"hindered,  and  31  "/o  said  "neither/nor."  By  November  1949,  68  "/o  felt  the  US 
had  furthered  German  reconstruction  and  only  9  "/n  took  the  contrarv  view, 
with  16"/e  voting  "neither/nor.

Subsequent  to  the  formation  of  the  West  government  at  Bonn,  a  series  of 
questions  measuring  attitudes  and  opinions  toward  it  were  inaugurated.  In  order 
to  provide  a  measure  of  comparison,  queries  on  the  East  German  government  were 
also  put  to  the  US  Zone  public. 

1  The  two  point.s  in  the  chart  indicate  that  US  Zone  opinions  on  the  activities  of 
the  Bonn  government  are  not  crystallized.  Thus,  though  the  proportion  satisfied 
with  the  governments  activities  to  date  declined  from  October  to  November, 
there  was  no  increase  in  the  "dissatisfied"  category.  Rather,  the  number  with- 
holding judgment  went  up. 

2  Preponderant  opinions, as  recorded  so  far,  are  that  the  Western  powers  exercise 
loo  much  influence  on  the  West  German  government,  but,  again  a  large 
proportion  are  unable  to  express  an  opinion. 

'.].  As  to  the  relative  dependency  of  the  West  and  East  German  governments  on 
occupation  authorities,  the  large  majority  considers  that  the  East  German 
government  is  the  more  dependent. 

4.  Three-quarters  of  the  US  Zone  public  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  East  German 
government  is  merely  a  puppet  of  the  USSR. 

.'■;.  Not  charted  is  the  fact  that  only  about  one-seventh  of  the  US  Zone  population 
believes  thai  the  Bonn  government  is  the  puppet  of  the  Western  occupiers.  This 
was  found  when  the  group  claiming  undue  Western  influence  was  further  queried 
on  the  point. 

6.  Not  related  directly  to  the  activities  of  the  Bonn  government  is  the  trend  of 
opinions  on  the  motives  of  officials  in  local  governments.  The  tendency  to 
ascribe  self-mlerest  as  the  factor  motivating  their  work,  which  rose  from  12  "/« 
in  December  194.'i  to  a  high  point  of  43  "/n  in  August  1946,  appeared  on  the 
decline  up  U)  Jiilv  H)49,  when  onlv  32  "n  said  ".«elf-interest  and  57  "/«•  claimed 
officials  worked  primarily  for  the  common  good.  However,  in  November  1949, 
when  the  proportion  thinking  officials  were  out  to  get  what  they  could  for 
themselves  rose  again  to  .''.6  "'o.  conversely  only  51  ".'•  ascribed  more  i?enerous 
motives  to  them. 

7,  On  the  performance  of  local  officials,  however,  the  trend  of  opinion  is  toward 
feeling  they  do  their  work  well  or  very  well.  In  the  summer  of  1946,  42  "'«  were 
of  this  opinion,  and  three  years  later.  55  Vu  thought  so.  Concomitantly,  there  was 
a  downward  trend  in  the  prop>ortion  saying  they  did  their  jobs  poorly.

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Following  the  establishment  of  the  German  Federal  Republic  and  of  the  East 
German  government,  trends  of  opinion  on  various  aspects  of  the  issue  of  future 
German  unity  were  begun  with  one  exception,  therefore,  only  two-point  charts  are 
presented  here,  and  the  resultr.  accordingly  only  suggest  the  direction  of  the  trends 
ol  opinion  on  the  issues  involved.  Western  Berlin  opinions,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
US  Zone  population,  are  charted, 

1.  Queried  first  in  September  1948,  when  the  Berlin  blockade  was  in  progress  and 
its  outcome  dubious  to  some,  60  "/•  of  the  US  Zone  public  believed  that  Germany 
would  one  day  have  a  unified  government  again.  Since  then,  on  the  average, 
two-thirds  have  held  this  view.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  establishment  of  the 
Bonn  government  did  not  affect  the  trend  adversely.  West  Berliners,  have 
gt-nerally  been  more  optimistic  than  the  US  Zone  population  on  this  issue.  The 
h)W  point  iheie  uas  reached  in  February  1949  when  only  61  "/o  foresaw  future 
unity,  but  the  trind  rose  sharply  in  the  summer  following  the  lifting  of  the 
blockade.  B\    November,  90  "/o  held  that  Germany  would  again  be  unified. 

2.  Predominant  opinions  appear  to  be  that  the  establishment  of  the  East  German 
government  will  widen  the  split  of  Germany  between  East  and  West.  More 
Berliners  than  zonal  residents  held  this  view,  but  both  in  West  Berlin  and  in  the 
zone,  fewer  persons  thought  so  in  December  than  in  November.* 


.*].  Checking  the  spread  of  Communism  was  preferred  to  unification  of  Germany 
by  seven  in  ten  persons  both  in  the  US  Zone  and  West  Berlin  in  September  1949. 
It  is  noteworthy  that  from  May  to  September  there  was  a  ten  point  rise  in 
Berlin  for  "check  communism  and  a  corresponding  decline  in  the  "unite  Ger- 
many    figure. 

4  A  majority  in  the  Zone  has  felt  that  German  unification  will  not  occur  until 
after  the  occupation,  the  two  times  the  query  has  been  made.  In  West  Berlin, 
however,  a  majority  (58  %)  tKought  in  November  that  unification  would  take 
place  during  the  occupation.  A  month  earlier  Berlin  opinion  had  been  almost 
evenly  divided  with  48  "/•  saying  "during  the  occupation,"  and  45  •/•  "after  the 
withdrawal  of  the  occupation  forces." 


'  Beginning  in  August  1948,  the  following  question  was  put  to  the  US  Zone  public:  "Do  you 
think  the  split  between  East  and  West  Germany  would  be  widened  by  setting  up  a  provisional 
Western  government,  or  wouldn't  it  have  any  influence?  '  Though  the  query  was  repeated 
following  the  establishment  of  the  Federal  German  republic  it  was  decided  not  to  chart  the 
trend  because  the  phrasing  of  the  question  seemed  no  longer  to  conform  to  the  actual  situation: 
r.  g.  the  use  of  the  conditional  subjunctive,  and  the  term  'a  provisional  Western  government."

As  indicated  in  the  questions  listed  on  the  preceding  page,  this  section  deals 
largely  with  the  issue  of  German  integration  with  the  West.  The  predominant  trend 
of  opinions  in  this  regard,  it  will  be  noted,  is  favorable.  Whether  this  is  only  a 
manifestation  of  a  desire  to  become  a  part  of  the  family  of  nations  or  reflects  a 
truly  Western  orientation  cannot  be  demonstrated  by  these  findings 

1.  On  the  issue  of  a  union  of  Western  Europe,  over  the  last  two  years  majorities 
have  favored  the  idea  —  the  averaged  affirmative  vote  is  six  out  of  ten.  Bv»t  the 
undecided  vote  has  always  run  about  four  in  ten.  Very  few  have  evet  expressed 
outright  disapproval  of  the  idea.  In  Western  Berlin,  approval  has  consi.stently 
increased.   By  November   1949,  86  "/u  approved. 

2.  Preponderant  US  Zone  opinion  has  consistently  been  that  a  Western  union  would 
decrease  the  chances  of  war,  but  a  lartje  fraction  has  always  reserved  judgment 
on  the  question.  The  small  proportion  thinking  .such  a  union  would  t'nco\irat?e  a 
war  appears  to  be  declining. 

3  A  two-point  trend  shows  that  six  in  ten  of  the  US  Zone  public  claims  to  have 
heard  of  the  Atlantic  Pact,  and  five  in  ten  approve  of  it. 

4.  Two  thirds  of  the  persons  who  know  of  the  pact  think  it  will  decrease  the 
chances  of  a  new  world  war.. 


5. 


And  about  three-fourths  of  them  feel    that    West    Germany    should    become    a 
participant  in  the  pact. 


6.  That  the  US  will  have  the  greatest  influence  on  world  affairs  during  the  coming 
decade  has  been  the  majority  opinion  since  early  1946.  It  is  noteworthy,  how- 
ever, that  beginning  in  July  1949,  the  fraction  saying  "both  the  US  and  USSR 
increased.  (This  is  included  in  "other"  in  the  chart.)  Invariably  the  group  which 
named  the  US  has  stated  that  the  US  would  exert  its  influence  for  peace,  while 
the  fraction  naming  Russia  has  always  .said  that  Russian  dominance  would 
imply  war. 

7.  Popular  opinions  on  a  possible  outbreak  of  another  world  war  within  ten  vears 
have  fluctuated,  which  is  to  be  expected.  In  general,  almo.st  as  many  have 
foreseen  a  war  as  have  not.

Since  the  fall  of  1946,  both  native  Germans  and  expellees  (people  expelled  from 
their  homelands  as  a  result  of  the  Potsdam  agreement)  have  been  queried  on  the 
expellee  situation. 

1.  The  expulsions  from  the  East  are  almost  unanimously  considered  unjust. 
During  1949,  96  "/u  were  consistently  uf  this  opinion  which  was  a  rise  over  the 
previous  period  when  about  90  "/o,  on  the  average,  called  them  unjust. 

2.  Majority  opinion  of  native  Germans  is  that  the  expellees  will  get  along  well 
with  the  German  people.  Some  fluctuations  have  appeared  in  the  trend  of 
thinking  on  the  matter,  but  its  direction  has  been  definitely  toward  the  affir- 
mative viewpoint.

Expellees  opinions  on  their  reception  in  Germany  have  fluctuated.  From  late 
1946  until  early  1949,  the  trend  was  downward,  away  from  satisfaction  with 
their  reception  toward  dissatisfaction.  During  1949,  the  trend  appeared  to  shift 
again  in  favor  of  satisfaction,  but  even  then  there  were  fluctuations  in  opinions, 
seeminglv  unrelated  to  actual  changes  in  conditions. 

4.  That  the  expellees  would  return  to  their  homelands,  if  given  the  opportunity 
has  always  been  the  prevailing  opinion  of  native  Germans.  However,  in 
November  1949,  82 '/o  were  of  this  opinion,  a  drop  of  about  ten  points  from  the 
averaged  figure  for  the  preceding  period. 

r>.  Expellees  themselves  have  been  proportionately  somewhat  more  hesitant  about 
saying  they  would  return  home  if  thev  could  do  so,  though  better  than  eight  in 
ten  have  always  been  of  this  opinion.  However,  many  expellees  volunteer  the 
comment  when  queried  on  the  issue  that  their  return  is  contingent  on  a  change 
in  the  political  situation   in   the  East.

Since  the  first  years  of  the  occupation,  trends  of  opinion  on  two  aspects  of  media 
reactions  have  been  kept.  The  first  is  the  size  of  the  audience  of  different  media: 
newspapers,  magazines,  radio;  the  second,  opinions  on  the  accuracy  of  present  news 
sources  as  compared  with  pre-1945  German  news.  (Studies  are  also  frequently  made 
of  the  coverage  of  specific  media,  but  the  results  are  not  charted  here.) 

1.  On  the  average  since  1947  three  quarters  of  the  US  Zone  public  have  claimed 
to  read  newspapers  regularly  or  occasionally.  (Prior  to  1947,  replies  were 
recorded  only  as  Yes  or  No,  which  was  considered  to  inflate  the  actual  propor- 
tion of  readers. 

In  Western  Berlin,  the  proportion  of  newspaper  readers  dropped  in  the  summer 
and  fall  of  1949  to  eight  out  of  ten  from  the  previous  nine  out  of  ten.  Possibly 
this  was  a  reflection  of  Ine  economic  situation  in  the  city. 

2.  The  proportion  of  the  US  Zone  public  which  listens  to  the  radio  regularly  or 
occasionally  appears  to  be  increasing  slightly.  Up  to  1949,  a  little  better  than 
half  could  be  considered  a  part  of  the  radio  audience.  In  November  1949,  63  °/o 
claimed  to  listen. 

In  Berlin,  the  radio  audience  has  averaged  seven  out  of  ten  of  the  West  Berlin 
population.  The  fact  that  the  German  radio  audience  is  relatively  so  much 
smaller  than  the  US  listenership  is  probably  due  to  the  high  cost  of  receiving 
sets  in  Germany  rather  than  to  lack  of  interest  in  the  medium. 

Most  frequently  heard  stations  in  the  US  Zone  are  the  metropolitan  stations  of 
the  respective  states,  e.  g.  Munich  in  Bavaria,  Frankfurt  in  Hesse,  and  Stuttgart 
in  Wuerttemberg-Baden.  RIAS  has  by  far  the  largest  audience  of  the  Berlin 
stations.  Few  US  Zone  listeners  claim  to  tune  in  on  East  Zone  stations,  but 
among  those  who  do,  Radio  Leipzig  is  the  station  most  frequently  heard 

3.  The  magazine  audience  has  increased,  particularly  during  1949,  a  reflection 
probably  of  the  greater  number  of  magazines  being  published.  In  February  1948, 
24  •/•  claimed  they  read  magazines.  By  November  1949,  36  •/•  made  the  claim. 
However,  included  in  these  figures  are  the  readers  of  parish  journals,  local 
bulletins,  and  so  on,  which  tends  to  inflate  the  actual  extent  of  magazine  reader- 
ship. Not  charted  is  the  fact  that  the  overt  US  publications  -  Heute,  Der 
Monat,  Amerikanische  Rundschau,  and  Neue  Auslese  —  have  continued  to 
maintain  their  positions  despite  increased  competition. 

4.  The  present  German  press  appears  to  be  gaining  confidence  with  the  public. 
From  January  1948  to  November  1949,  there  was  a  10  point  rise  in  the  number 
saying  the  news  is  now  "more  trustworthy"  than  it  was  prior  to  1945.  But  a 
fourth  continue  to  feel  there  has  been  little  improvement  over  the  war-time 
German  press. 
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APPENDIX  I 

TECHNICAL  DESCRIPTION 

ON  THE  SAMPLE  DESIGN  OF  THE  OPINION 

SURVEYS  OPERATION  IN  GERMANY 

The  sample  design  employed  by  the  Surveys  Operation  is  of  the  stratified 
probability  type.  With  such  a  mode  of  sampling  the  population  to  be  sampled  is  first 
subdivided  into  groups  or  "strata,"  then  within  these  strata  respondents  are  chosen 
by  some  random  method.  The  number  of  cases  selected  from  each  stratum  or 
population  group  is  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  that  group  in  the  total  population. 

As  this  sampling  method  has  been  applied  to  the  US  Zone,  stratification  has  been 
introduced  by  Laender  (States),  by  Regierungsbezirke  (Districts),  and  by  size  of 
community.  That  is  to  say,  on  the  basis  of  the  latest  population  statistics  (early  1949 
for  Sample  K)  a  proportional  number  of  cases  are  assigned  in  the  sample  for  each 
Land  of  the  American  Zone.  Next  within  each  Land  these  cases  are  allocated  in 
proportion  to  population  figures  to  each  Regierungsbezirk.  Finally  within  each 
Regierungsbezirk  the  cases  are  allocated  proportionately  to  each  of  seven  categories 
of  community  sizes.  Following  a  few  general  considerations  this  procedure  will  be 
concretely  illustrated  with  actual  figures. 

The  overall  size  of  the  zonal  sample  has  been  chosen  to  be  3000  cases-  This 
choice  is  not  arbitrary,  but  represents  a  judgment  as  to  the  minimum  number 
necessary  to  make,  when  desirable,  breakdowns  of  the  results  within  each  of  the 
three  constituent  Laender  of  the  US  Zone.  Where  breakdowns  are  anticipated  only 
on  the  zonal  sample  as  a  whole  3000  cases  are  more  than  absolutely  necessary  for 
a  workable  reliability.  In  such  inquiries  a  split-ballot  technique  is  utilized.  This  is 
to  say,  a  random  half  of  the  sample  is  interviewed  on  one  set  of  questions,  and  the 
other  random  half  upon  another  set.  This  procedure  yields  a  1500  case  representative 
sample  for  each  question  —  which  is,  generally  speaking,  an  adequate  number  when 
breakdowns  within  Laender  are  not  contemplated.  In  emergency  inquiries  wherein 
speed  is  essential  a  500  case  zonal  sample  is  employed.  This  sample  yields  useful 
overall  results,  but  of  course  imposes  limitations  on  the  extent  of  breakdown 
analysis  that  is  safely  applicable  to  the  data. 

The  population  sampled  by  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff  at  the  present  time  is 
comprised  of  all  individuals  between  15  and  79  years  of  age  whose  names  are 
included  on  the  food  ration  card  list.  This  must  be  recognized  as  a  very  comprehen- 
sive sampling,  but  of  course  excludes  all  young  children  and  individuals  in  the  zone 
who,  for  whatever  reason,  do  not  have  ration  cards.  This  latter  excluded  group 
comprises  less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  German  population  of  the  US  Zone.  Since 
DP's  are  not  Germans  they  are  of  course  excluded  as  far  as  , possible  from  the 
sample. 

With  reference  to  the  appropriate  population  tables  which  are  appended,  a 
quantitative  illustration  can  now  be  carried  out  to  demonstrate  how  the  3000  case 
zonal  sample  is  proportionately  allocated  to  the  various  population  groups  or.  strata 
in  terms  of  which  the  US  Zone  sample  has  beeq  stratified. 

Table  1  shows  the  distribution  of  the  US  Zone  population  within  the  three 
Laender  —  Bavaria,  Hesse,  and  Wuerttemberg-Baden.  Since  Wuerttemberg-Baden, 
for  example,  contains  22.2  per  cent  of  the  US  Zone  population,  in  the  3000  case 
sample  it  is  allocated  3000  X  .222  or  666  cases.  This  then  is  the  number  of  people 
interviewed  in  Wuerttemberg-Baden  on  each  survey- 
In  Table  2,  for  each  Land  the  distribution  of  population  among  the  constituent 
Regierungsbezirke  is  shown.  To  continue  with  Wuerttemberg-Baden  for  purposes  of 
illustration,  one  can  now  see  that  the  Wuerttemberg  Regierungsbezirk  contains 
62.0  per  cent  of  the  Wuerttemberg-Baden  population.  Consequently  it  receives  that 
percentage  of  the '  total  Wuerttemberg-Baden  samples  cases,  i.  e.  414  cases 
(666  X  .620).  This  then  is  the  number  of  interviews  in  Regierungsbezirk  Wuerttem- 
berg on  each  survey. 
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By  reference  to  tables  3 A  and  3B  one  can  next  allocate  the  414  cases  for 
Wuerttemberg  among  the  seven  categories  of  community  sizes  that  are  indicated  — 
from  250,000  and  larger  down  to  25,000  among  the  city  group,  and  from  less  than 
25,000  down  to  less  than  2,000  among  the  rural  group.  Since  table  3A  shows  that 
20.3  per  cent  of  the  residents  of  Wuerttemberg  live  in  communities  of  250,000  or 
greater,  it  follows  that  20.3  per  cent  of  the  414  Wuerttemberg  cases  must  be  drawn 
from  such  a  community  or  communities.  Table  38  shows  that  there  is  only  one  such 
community  in  Wuerttemberg,  Stuttgart,  so  the  entire  84  cases  (.203  X  414)  must  be 
drawn  from  that  locale.  Nobody  in  Wuerttemberg  lives  in  a  community  of  from 
100,000  to  249,000  since  there  are  none  of  such  a  size  in  Wuerttemberg.  Hence, 
obviously,  no  sample  cases  in  this  instance  can  be  allocated  to  this  category 
Table  3 A  shows  that  15.1  per  cent  of  the  residents  of  Wuerttemberg  live  in  com- 
munities of  the  size  25,000 — 99,000.  Hence  .151  X  414  or  62  cases  must  be  assigned 
in  the  sample  to  such  communities.  But,  the  problem  now  emerges,  there  are  seven 
communities  in  this  size  category  in  Wuerttemberg.  How  are  the  62  cases  to  be 
allocated?  Again  proportionately.  Table  3B  shows  how  the  62  cases  are  broken 
down  into  the  proper  number  for  each  of  the  seven  small  cities  —  12  for  Esslingen, 
12  lor  Ulm,  etc.  —  in  proportion  to  their  population. 

As  Table  3A  demonstrates  42  cases  in  Wuerttemberg  should  be  apportioned  to 
communities  in  the  size  category  10,000  to  24,999.  There  are  15  towns  of  this  size 
range  in  Wuerttemberg.  Shall  the  42  cases  be  broken  down  and  assigned  to  each 
according  to  population  size?  This  would  be  ideal.  But  now  sheer  physical  limitations 
force  modifications  of  procedure.  The  improvement  in  the  sample  gained  by 
distributing  these  42  cases  among  all  the  towns  is  far  outweighed  by  the  expense 
of  sending  interviewers  to  so  many  widely  separated  locales.  Very  little  reliability 
js  lost,  but  much  money  and  time  is  saved  it  the  42  cases  are  distributed  among 
some  rather  than  all  of  these  15  towns  In  .selecting  the  some,  they  can  be  chosen 
at  random  or  again  stratification  can  be  employed.  The  Reactions  Analysis  Staff  has 
chosen  the  letter  course  to  provide  some  control  over  the  fact  that  religion  —  an 
important  determinant  of  many  opinions  —  is  not  evenly  distributed  throughout  the 
US  Zone.  Communities  tend  to  have  either  a  large  proportion  ^of  Catholics  or  a 
small  proportion-  Relatively  few  are  found  between  these  two  extremes.  Conse- 
quently it  has  been  decided  that  a  better  representation  of  the  religious  variable 
can  be  secured  if  the  towns  included  in  the  .sample  are  systematicallv  selected  to 
cover  the  range  of  Catholic  concentrations  rather  than  if  they  are  selected  at 
random. 

Table  15  shows  how  the  15  towns  under  discussion  have  been  ordered  or 
"stratified"  in  terms  of  the  proportion  of  Catholics  residing  in  the  community.  The 
judgment  was  made  in  this  instance  that  it  would  be  practicable  to  interview  in 
four  of  the  15  towns.  Following  the  stratification  procedure  these  four  towns  are 
not  chosen  at  random  but  are  cho.sen  to  cover  the  range  of  the  stratified  variable. 
With  this  in  mind  every  fourth  town,  exclusive  of  recently  worked  towns  from  prior 
samplings,  is  included  in  the  current  sample. 

Table  16  shows  the  allocation  of  the  42  cases  in  the  four  selected  towns.  Once 
the  towns  are  selected  it  may  be  seen  that,  as  usual,  the  allocation  is  performed  in 
proF>ortion  to  population. 

The  modification  in  procedure  involving  the  use  of  a  per  cent  Catholic  strati- 
fication and  a  reduction  of  number  of  communities  to  be  visited  has  been  applied 
to  all  communities  in  the  US  Zone  under  25,000  in  -size.  It  has  not  been  applied, 
however,  to  larger  communities.  On  every  survey  every  city  in  the  US  Zone  25,000 
or  larger  contributes  its  quota  of  interviews  to  the  sample.  In  our  example  four 
towns  were  made  to  do  for  15.  In  general  the  number  of  towns  of  these  smaller  size 
categories  included  for  interviewing  is  set  so  that  in  Wuerttemberg-Baden  and  in 
Hesse  no  more  than  12  interviews  will  be  gathered  in  any  one  town.  Since  Bavaria 
is  so  spread  out  a  somewhat  larger  limit  is  allowed,  but  still  small  enough  so  that 
the  number  of  towns  included  approaches  100  The  limit  of  approximately  12  inter- 
views in  any  one  town  derives  from  the  fact  that  this  is  about  the  number  that  can 
be  conveniently  gathered  in  one  working  day  by  a  group  of  2  or  3  interviewers 
traveling  to  and  retyirning  from  a  target  town. 
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A  further  modification  in  procedure  —  also  dictated  by  convenience  —  is  that 
no  towns  are  visited  having  fewer  than  500  respondents.  If  a  selected  town 
in  the  per  cent  Catholic  listing  proves  to  be  such  a  case  the  preceding  or  succeeding 
town  in  the  list  is  substituted. 

When  the  3000  cases  have  been  proportionately  allocated  down  to  communities 
oi  various  sizes  the  final  stage  of  sampling  arises.  This  is  the  selection  of  respondents 
within  each  community  which  the  stratification  procedure  has  singled  out.  The 
procedure  employed  by  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff  at  this  stage  is  a  strictly 
random  method.  Briefly  it  involves  the  random  selection  of  every  nth  individual 
liom  the  community  ration  card  lists.  Then  postcards  are  sent  to  these  selected 
individuals  indicating  that  the  Office  of  the  High  Commissioner  would  greatly 
appreciate  it  if  they  would  find  it  possible  to  be  home  at  such  and  such  a  time  in 
order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  their  opinions  on  significant  problems  of  the  day.  At 
the  indicated  time  the  German  interviewer  arrives  and  obtains  the  interview  — 
clearly  explaining  beforehand  the  strict  anonymity  of  the  replies.  If,  as  infrequently 
happens,  the  respondent  is  not  at  home,  as  many  as  two  or  three  callbacks  are 
utilized  if  necessary.  If  these  prove  insufficient  for  contact  then  an  additional  name 
is  utilized  from  a  number  of  extra  names  that  are  always  drawn  above  the  quota 
for  a  "reserve  list." 

Comparisons  of  the  sample  with  Census  figures  where  available  have  shown 
a  very  close  correspondence,  keeping  in  mind  the  chance  deviations  to  be  expected 
with  a  sample  of  the  size  employed.*  This  fact  leads  to  confidence  in  the  represen- 
tativeness of  the  sample  and  suggests  that  problems  of  non-response  are  at  the 
present  time  not  a  serious  source  of  sample  bias. 

When  most  of  the  reservoir  of  respondents  has  been  interviewed  in  a  town  in 
the  sample,  the  town  must  be  replaced  since  the  Reactions  Analysis  Unit  follows 
the  usual  polling  practice  of  avoiding  interviewing  the  same  person  twice.  The 
procedure  for  this  replacement  is  to  select  a  town  of  the  same  per  cent  Catholic 
within  the  same  community  size  group  within  the  same  Regierungsbezirk.  If  the 
per  cent  Catholic  is  a  unique  case,  then  a  town  as  similar  as  possible  is  chosen  for 
a  replacement. 

The  entire  list  of  sample  towns  below  25,000  in  population  is  completely  revised 
about  every  5  or  6  months  since  by  such  a  time  the  frequency  of  replacement  of 
.small  communities  becomes  excessively  high.  New  towns  are  selected  by  the  method 
already  described,  with  the  provision  that  if  a  'worked'  town  crops  up  in  the  new 
list,  it  is  passed  up  and  replaced  by  the  nearest  suitable  one  in  the  religious 
.stratification  sequence. 

Besides  its  US  Zone  operation  the  Surveys  Staff  also  regularly  samples  German 
opinions  in  the  western  sectors  of  Berlin  und  in  Bremen-Bremerhaven.  To  date  it 
has  been  the  practice  to  gather  500  cases  in  Berlin  and  300  in  Bremen.  In  the  latest 
research  sampling  (Sample  K)  the  number  of  cases  will  be  increased  to  700  and  500 
respectively  so  that  a  somewhat  higher  level  of  reliability  can  be  assured  for  split- 
ballot  studies  on  these  two  important  cities.  The  allocation  of  the  cases  precisely 
parallels  the  procedure  for  the  larger  cities  in  the  zone  In  all  larger  cities  there  are 
a  number  of  ration  card  lists  covering  the  various  sectors  of  the  city.  So  the  sampling 
procedure  follow  the  usual  principle  of  allocating  the  city's  quota  of  interviews  to 
ihe  various  ration  card  districts  strictly  in  proportion  to  their  population  sizes.

In  April  1950,    the  Rop.ctions  Anp-lyeis  Staff,  Offico  of  PuWlc  Affairs, 
surveyed  a  representative  saraplo  of  the  population  in  the  US  Zone,   Bremen, 
and  the  three  Western  soctors  of  Berlin  as  to  their  vievrs  on  the  current 
Sast-West  struggle.     Tho  present  report  -  the  third  and  last  of  a  series  - 
presents  Grerm«ii  opinions  on  matters  relating  to   the  defense  of  Western 
Germany* 

The  sample  employed  in  the  present  study  conpiets  of  150O  persons  in  the 
US  Zon6,    250  in  Berlin  «jnd  160  in  Bremen,   selected  for  ropresontativeness 
"by  the  standard  rajadom  method  employed  in  the  survey  oT)oration,     Interview- 
ing wp.s  conducted  "by  a  trained  Oermen  staff  under  profoesional  Aneric«ji 
supervision.

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INTRODUCTION  ... 


In  February  and  in  April  1950,  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff,  Office  of 
Public  Affairs,  HICOG,  undertook  a  series  of  surveys  on  public  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  unemployment  situation  in  V/estern  Germany,  The  re- 
sults reported  here  deal  with  attitisdes  toward  the  problem  in  the  US 
Zone,  V/est  Berlin,  and  Bremen,  The  second  report  in  the  series  analyzes 
attitudes  of  persons  registered  as  unemployed  in  Bavaria  as  compared 
with  those  of  the  public  in  Bavaria  and  in  the  US  Zone. 

The  findings  with  which  the  present  report  deals  are  based  on  represen- 
tative samples  randomly  selected  of  3000  cases  in  the  US  Zone,  500  in 
the  three  Y/estern  sectors  of  Berlin,  and  320  in  Bremen,   Interviewing 
was  done  in  the  homes  of  respondents  by  a  staff  of  120  trained  German 
interviewers,  supervised  by  American  Surveys  Officers,

Unemployment  is  considered  the  most  serioiis  problem  facing  the 
Bonn  government,  not  only  outranking  other  economic  problems, 
but  far  overshadowing  political  concerns  in  public  thinking. 


But  predominant  opinions  are  that  the  present  unemployment 
situation  is  not  the  making  of  the  German  people,  but  results 
mainly  from  the  policies  pursued  by  the  'Jo stern  occupying 
powers  -  dismantling,  credit  restrictions,  the  Potsdam  agree- 
ment, and  so  on. 

The  Bonn  government  is,  however,  assigned  responsibility  for 
solving  the  problem,  according  to  the  largest  proportion  of 
respondents.

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INTRODUCTION 


On  May  20,  1950,  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff,  OPubA,  HI  COG  th|fC«fgh 
its  Munich  Unit  conducted  a  survey  on  reactions  to  the  animated  film 
based  on  the  book  by  Benedict  and  Weltfish  entitled,  "Races  of  Man- 
kind." Respondents  consisted  of  278  persons  in  attendance  at  a 
Munich  theater  for  the  evening's  performance  at  which  the  film  -  to 
be  distributed  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Congress  of  Industrial 
Organization  -  was  shown. 


During  the  intermission,  respondents  were  asked  to  write  in  their 
replies  to  questionnaires  which  were  distributed  to  them«   More  than 
500  questionnaires  were  handed  out,  of  which  278  were  filled  in. 
Thus  the  sample  for  this  study  should  not  be  considered  represen- 
tative of  the  Munich  public  as  a  whole,  or  of  the  general  movie 
audience*   The  results  do  yield  information  on  the  reactions  to  a. 
film  dealing  with  the  problem  of  race. 


SOME  HIGHLIGHTS  ... 

-  r  ..      The  film  appeared  to  be  v;ell-received,  a  third  of  the  audience  liked 
it  "very  much,"  and  a  half  "quite  well." 

'.  » ..      Most  of  the  audience  recognized  the  theme  as  dealing  with  the 

"brotherhood  of  man,"  and  thought  it  was  well-expressed  in  the  film. 

1  r.  „   For  the  most  part  the  theme  won  the  approval  of  the  audience «   And 
the  few  critics  did  not  dislike  the  theme  so  much  as  what  they  said 
was  the  unsuitability  of  the  medium  to  so  serious  a  topic. 

■>  o  o   Almost  nine  in  ten  recommend  a  wider  showing  of  the  film.   The  same 
proportion  think  that  young  people  should  see  it,  though  opinions 
divide  on  whether  it  should  be  shown  to  children  under  I4  years. 
Pleasons  for  the  latter  viewpoint  are  probably  based  largely  on  the 
f'^eling  that  the  theme  cannot  be  grasped  by  children,  rather  than 
on  any  disagreement  with  the  theme.

Almost  all  of  the  respondents  (93^)  say  they  like  animated  film8> 
and  most  (88^)  say  they  have  seen  other  such  films.

During  the  first   week  in  June  1950,   the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff,   Office 
of  Pu"blic  Affairs,   HICOG,    made  a  survey  of  reactions  to  the  special  youth 
supplement   entitled  "Jugend  in  der  Jreien  Welt",    (Youth  in  the  Free  World) 
published  "by  the  Information  Services  Division,   Office  of  Public  Affairs, 
HI  COG. 

The   study  was   done  in  the   four  major  cities  of   the  US  Zone  -  Fr&nkfurt, 

Nuremberg,    J^fiipjj,    ^J  S^ut^ga^t  3   ^}??' i?>  Jl^)t  It^f  Sf  ^g^lJg^ig  iJS]:??^  °^ 
Berlin,    "^^he  sanqple  consisted  of  357  cases  from  the  tj^  &dne  gi^ies,    fuid 
142  from  West  Berlin,   in  all  499  cases.     The  sample  was  a  representative 
random  one  of  young  people  from  15  through  25  years  of  age.      Interviewing 
was  conducted  in  the  homes  of   the   respondeat s  by  trained  German  inter- 
viewers supervised  by  American  field  personnel. 

The  interviewers  first   called  on  the  respondents  with  the  magazine  and 
made  eppointments  to    see  them  e  few  dpys  later  during  which  period  they 
would  have  time  to  look:  over  the  magezine.      On  their  return  call,    inter- 
viewers queried  respondents  on  their  opinion  of  the  magazine,    and  then 
went  through  it  with  them  requesting  their  detailed  comments  on  all  the 
stories  and  articles. 


SOKE  GENSRALIZ^IONS  ... 


1.      The  supplement  was  generally  well   received.

The  combination  of  a  handsome  young  man  and  the  work  bench 

largely  accounts  for  its  good  reception.     And  among  the  few

As  to  the  title  "J^ogend  in   der  Freien  Welt"  -  it  is  "completely 
satisfactory"   to  more  than   seven  in  ten  respondents.      The  dis- 
senters complain  that   all  youth,   and  especially  German  youth, 
are  not  free. 

But  more  than  half  of  the  young  people  claim  the  cover  pnge 
lacks  a  clepr  Western  imprint,   when  queried  Bpecifioally  on 
the  point,   though  very  few  volunteered  this  observation  in  the 
preceding  questions.     Those  who  think  the  cover  could  have 
appeared  on  an  East  pu"blicp.tion,  point  to  the  tendency  there 

to  use  the  worker  theme,  and  such  words  as  freedom.

Jinally,   when  attention  is  focused  upon  7  pm  tuners  in,    it  is   seen  that   the 
VOA  program  pretty  well   sweeps  the  field  vdth  an  average  of  89^'  regnlar 
to  occasional  listening  at  that  time. 

This  89^  coverage  of  the  7  o'clock  audience  is  of  course  a  very  impressive 
figure.  Certainly  part  of  it  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  VOA  broadcasts 
blanket  all  the  areas  surveyed  seven  evenings  a  week.  But  on  the  other 
hand  in  all  these  places  it  is  possible  to  obtain  other  programs,  from  the 
uninterrupted  hour  of  musicRl  classics  over  the  American  Forces  Network  to 
the  program  of  Russian  sponsored  radio  Leipzig,  which  is  as  impeccable  in 
its  musical  taste  as  it  is  q,uestiona>'le  in  its  propaganda.

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IBTBODUCTION  ... 


Since  the  Inception  of  the  V/est  Gorman  Federal  Repu'blic,   the 
Reactions  Analysis  Staff,   Office  of  Public  Affairs,   rilCOG,   ha.s 
measured  public  attitu<^.es  tovard  it.     This  report  details  the 
trends  in  opinion  as  of  the  most  recent  survey  on  the  subject, 
made  in  Mpy  1950. 

In  the  May  study,    tvo  qtuestionnaires  were  usod.     Each  vras  asked  of 
rpjidomly  selected  repreeontativo  spjnples  of  the  Grerman  public, 
consisting  of  approximp.tely  15OO  respondents  in  the  US  Zone,   25O 
in  Berlin,   and  I50  in  Bremen,     In  all,   approximately  3OOO  persons 
in  the  US  Zone,    500  in  ^"^ust  Berlin  pjid  300  in  Bremen  wore  interviewed, 

Interviews  were  conducted  in  the  homes  of  the  respondents  by  trained 
Oermpji  interviewers  who  are  supervised  by  AnoricAn  Surveys  Officers.

Approval  of  the  activities  of  the  Bonn  government  has  increased. 

In  May  1950,  a  majority  in  the  US  Zona  said  they  were  satisfied  with 

their  government's  actions  to  ^^te. 

Predominant  opinions  also  are  that  tho  Federal  Rapublic  keeps  public 
welfare  in  mind  rather  thpn  purely  political  j)arty  alms. 

Six  in  ten  US  Zone  residents  clpin  satisfaction  with  Chpjicollor 
Adenauer's  activities  to  date.   In  T^ost  Berlin,  the  Chancellor's  vote 
of  confidence  reaches  throe  guprtors  of  the  population. 

Ability  to  identify  Dr.  Adenauer  as  the  Chancellor  has  slso  increased 
among  tho  public.  In  May,  625^-  in  the  US  Zone,  79^5  in  West  Berlin, 
end  7^4  in  Bremen  know  thp.t  ho  w.s  Chancellor  of  tho  Federal  Republic, 

Majority  opinion  is  that  the  establishment  of  tho  Bonn  government 
had  no  effect  on  the  Ep.st-.''fe8t  split.  About  a  quarter  (?3^)  in  tho 
US  Zono  feol  thp.t  it  served  to  widen  the  split.   Comparison  with 
results  obtained  prior  to  tho  formation  of  tho  West  Germpn  gcvemmont 
indicates  that  th»3n  more  pogple  pnticipfi,tod  a  wider  split  as  a 
consequence  of  tho  formp.tion  of  the  West  govornment.

IBTBODaCTION  ... 


To  keep  a'breaet  of  developmonts  in  German  opinion  following  the 
oufbroak  of  hcstilitiee  in  Korea,  the  Seactione  Analysis  Staff« 
Office  of  Public  Affairs,  has  conducted  regular  "flash"  surveys 
in  the  ITS  occupied  areas.  The  coverage  in  these  2h  hour  urhan 
surveys  emhracos  a  300  case  q.ucta  sample  of  US  Zone  cities  over 
2^,000  population,  and  100  case  quota  samples  for  Berlin  and  Bremen.

The  pre,sent  report  dep-ineates  the.  trends  in  German  opinions  that 
have  evidenced  themselves  in  the  four  post^orean  surveys  that  have 
thus  far  heen  conducted  (through  August  7f  19^0).  Besides  continuing 
these  trends,  it  is  planned  in  following  reports  to  (a)  present  urban 
opinion  for  Vest  Germany  as  a  iidiole,*  i.e.  inclusive  of  the  British 
and  French  Zones,  and  (l))  present  a  complete  picture  rf  attitudes  in 
the  US  occupied  areas  (hased  on  a  regular  full-scale  random  sample), 
with  a  considerp-tion  of  group  differences.

In  the  initial  report  of  this  Beries*^  the  Heactions  Analysis  Staff, 
Office  of  Public  Affairs,  presented  urban  Oerman  reactions  to  the 
issues  raised  "by   the  oufbreak  of  hostilities  in  Korea*  In  the 
present  report  opinion  coverage  on  these  issues  is  extended  to  an 
ur'ban  sample  of  Vest  em  G-ermany  as  a  vdiole,  i.e.  inclusive  of  the 
British  and  French,  as  Hell  as  the  American,  zones.  These  Western 
German  results  derive  from  a  newly  esta'blished  U&.hour  "flash"  survey 
emhracing  a  representative  ur'ban  q.uota  sample  of  6Uo  cases  dravn 
from  V/estem  German  cities  30,000  and  over  in  -copulation,  and  a 
200  case  quota  sajuple  in  Berlin, 

The  final  report  of  the  current  series  -  forthcoming  about  t^-^o 
weeks  hence  -  will  present  a  complete  picture  of  Korean  attitude^ 
in  the  US  occupied  areas  based  upon  a  regular  full-scale  random 
san^le  of  the  entire  German  population,  rural  as  «'ell  as  ur'ban. 
Detailed  consideration  of  group  differences  in  opinions  will  be 
left  to  this  report  as  the  necessity  for  speed  in  the  "flash" 
surveys  preclude  the  extensive  num'ber  of  cases  that  is  desirable 
for  such  group  comparisons. 

The  c\irrent  survey  was  conducted  August  15th  through  August  IJth 
in  Western  German^'',  through  August  18th  in  Berlin,  The  Korean 
news  context  in  German  papers  during  this  period  was  neither 
markedly  optimistic  nor  pessimistic  as  it  focused  upon  Communist 
build-up  for  a  major  offensive  and  an  American  'build.up  to 
repulse  it.

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One  of  the  more  striking  disclosures  of  the  latest  survey  is  the  indication,^ 

of  a  sharp  rise  among  US  Zone  ur'ban  respondents  in  the  proportion  who 

feel  that  the  Western  powers  are  doing  everything  tha.t  they  shotild  to 

insure  the  security  of  Wost  Germany.  Now  it  appears  that  a.  majority 

take  a  favorable  view,  it^ile  in  past  weeks  the  majority  opinion  ha,d 

"been  definitely  contrary.  In  Berlin,  too  a  negative  trend  has  apparently 

"been  arrested. 

"Do  you  feel  that  the  Wostom  powers  are  doing  everything  that 
they  should  to  insure  tho  security  of  West  Germany?  " 
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In  the  absence  of  ajay  o'bvious  reason  for  the  above  trends  -  except  a.gain 
the  possible  growing  realisation  of  the  extent  of  American  mobilisation  -

Attention  to  the  favorable  trend  in  confidence  in  West  German  security

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The  first  q,ue8tion  that  was  posed  on  the  complox  issue  of  German  rearmament 
inq.uired  into  the  extent  of  approval-disapproval  of  a  Western  Gennan 
army,  without  q.ualifying  its  nature  e>a  en   independent  annor  or  one  inte- 
grated with  ISuropean  forces.  Under  these  circumstMicee  tho  findings 
reveal  that  only  in  Berlin  is  a  majority  (695^)  in  approval,  and  currently 
in  the  British  Zone  a  slight  majority  of  city-dwellers  (52^)  ff.ro  against 
the  idea. 

'  "There  has  "been  considera'ble  tftlk  recently  ahout  vrhotho^  or  not 
Western  Gennany  shoxild  have  an  army.  Are  you  for  it  or  are  you 
against  it?" 
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Clearly,  hovfovor,  since  Docemter  of  19^9f  support  for  such  an  army  has 
risen  sharply  in  "both  the  US  Zone  and  in  Borlin,  tho  two  areas  for  which 
trend  figures  are  available.  This  trend  will  he  considered  in  more 
detail  in  the  final  report  of  the  present  series. 

The  opinions  of  men  are  in  some  wnys  so  much  more  important  than  those 
of  women  on  specific  army  issues  that  in  spite  of  the  limited  numher  of 
cases  in  this  "flash*'  survey  sex  comparisons  are  strongly  called  for  -. 
if  only  for  indications  to  "be  followed  up  in  further,  study.  On  the 
present  q.uestion  it  may  he  seen  helow,  there  is  a  considorahle  difference

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Combination  of  the  last  three  tables  makes  it   evident  that  the  realistic 
Judgments  of  the  Germans  sampled  -  i.e.   Judgments  which  take  account  of 
irihat  is  possible  -  add  -up  tc  widesi-read  s\Jpport  for  the  West.

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This  report  susuaarlseB  the  trei^d  of  radio  llBtenlng  in  the  three  Western 
sectors  of  Berlixi  from  January  1948  through  May  1950.     The  findings  are 
derived  from  data  obtained  in  a  number  of.  surveys  made  by  the  Beactions 
juialysis  Staff,   Office  cf  S>ublic  Affairs,  HCCOG  ...(formerly  the  Opinion 
Surveys  Branch,   ISD,  OKQUS). 

All  of  the  results  are  based  on  representative  randomly  selected  samples 
of  the  population  of  American,  British  and  French  sectors  of  Berlin.     Most 
of  the  saiqples  consisted  of  500  cases,  but  in  some  instances  250  persons 
vere  interviewed.     As  in  ell  surveys,   made  by  the  Reactions  analysis  Staff, 
the  interviews  were  conducted  in  the  hemes  cf  respondents  by  trained 
German  interviewers  supervised  by  sn  American  Surveys  officer.

It  will  "be  noted  above  that  Resident  Officers  are  more  inclined  than 
the  Interviewers  to  put  the  number  of  readers  as  "very  few, " 


Volunteered  comments  indicate  that  among  "both  groups  the  reasons  for  judg- 
ing >TD  papers  tr^'be   not  vddely  read  are  much  the  same.   Some  of  the  ob- 
servers point  to  the  paucity  of  KPD  affiliates  in  their  communities,  as 
well  as  to  the  election  results.  Others  give  reasons  such  as  these: 

1,  Most  residents  of  their  communities  are  farmers,  or  in  occupations 
other  than  factory  or  industrial  work,  and  thas  not  interested  in 
KPD  papers, 

2,  The  strong  influence  of  the  church  in  their  communities  mitigates 
againet  the  reading  of  the  Communist  peurty  press. 
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3,     The  papers  are  not  on  sfde  at  newsstands,    or  come  only  to  subscribers. 
Typical  comments  regarding  this  point  are: 

•^KPD  press  has  no  sales  outlet   in  this  Kreis.     Papers  are 
'  distributed  to  party  members  through  party  headquarters." 

*'No  Coramunist  novspaTDers  are  published  or  sold  on  newsstands 
.    in  this  area.     So  far  as  I  know,    the  only  people  receiving 
those  papers  are  the  few  rosldent  Oominttnl^td  who  rftmlv^i  them 
by  mail,  " 

"People  In  my  community  would  hpy©  to  travel  twenty  minutes  In 
order  to  got  to  a  newsstand  thf»,t  sells  a  Communist  paper.  "    ^ 

"Only  one  Coamuniet  newspaper  appears  in  our  Kreis.     The  system 
of  dlstributlonJL^  as  follows:     Due  to  lack  of  sufficient  sub- 
scribers the  papers  are  sent  to  the  chfl,lrman  of  the  local  KfD' 
chapter,   who,    in  turn,   distributes  them  to  party  members,     fhe 
paper?  are  circulated  pjnong  the  members  and  therefore  the 
number  of  people  reading  them  are  ppproxlmately  tvo-hundrodj.

Resident  Officers  (11!^j)   who  expressed  the  opinion  that  readers  of  XPD 
papers  were  mostly  people  of  non-Comnnini st  persuasion  commented  as 
follows: 

"Read  considera'bly  in  refugee  circles,   duo  mainly  jbo  the  following 
sympathetic  to  refugee   circles  and  problems." 

"Very  often  the  newspapers  are  only  read  for  local  interest   and 
partly  Just  for  eensetionali em. " 

"Read  largely  "by  those  who  want    sensationalism,    or  who  want  to 
compare,    or  those  who  hope  to  "be  in  a  "better  position  in  the 
event  of  later  KPD  domination." 

"The  Communistic  press  is  read  "by  all  KPD  mem"ber8  who,    out  of 
©"bligation,   have  to  read  the  paper.     But  this  C'^romunistic  press 
for  the  following  reasons  is  read  "by  others 'toe: 

"1,     Other  newspapers  do  not   deal   enough  with  the  workers' 
pro^blems;" 

"2.     All  local  politicians,    trede  union  officials,   work 

councils,    etc.    read  the  Communistic  press  in  order  to 
keep  informed  ahout   the  Communistic  activity,    further, 
to  "be  informed  about   scandals  on  a  local   as  well  as 
federal  "basis.      The  reason  "being  that  Communist  papers 

are  the  only  papers  to  pu"blish  any  small  incident 
Immediately  to  "bring  it  into  the  "bright   light." 

Some  of  the  comments  made  "by  the  G-erman  Interviewers  (13*^)   who  feel 
most  readers  are  not  Communists,    are: 

""Very  many  "businessmen  who  have   8u"bscri'bed  for  "business  reasons 
also  occasionally  read  them,   "but  in  general  pay  little  attention 
to  them." 

"I    suppose  that  those  who  read  these  papers  do  it   to  "be  informed 
and  arb  not  outright  Communists."

Informed  enough  a'bout  the  conditions  in  the  Spst  hy  tho  Sp.igt  refugee^ 
and  returnees  from  Russia  so  they  recognize  lies  and  propaganda." 

"Because  of  years  of  propag^^nda  (ill,  Reich)  and  personal  experiences 
and  accounts  (^'ar  in  Russia,  P^/  pro'blem)  the  &erman  people  have  "becoqie 
alJsolute  foes  of  the  Comnunlst  system," 

"Because  of  "bad  experiences  during  recent  years,  the  word  CoramunlBm 
is  like  a  red  rag  to  our  predominantly  Christian  population," 

"Most  of  the  ^^ost  G-crman  people  are  imnune  to  the  "blandishments  of 
the  KPL  press  "because  former  soldiers  and  a"bovo  all  those  vrho  have 
returned  from  Russian  imprisonment  have  not  minced  words  in  their 
descriptions.  Besides,  there  are  reports  of  the  experiences  and 
descriptions  from  acquaintances  and  relatives  regarding  conditions 
in  the  East  Zone,  Phrases  CEinnot  push  facts  out  the  way,"

The  second  most  freq,uently  cited  reason  of  "both  ppjaels   is   that  Communist 
propaganda  is  too  o"bviou8  or  crude  to  win  converts  among  V'est  Germans 
(KSD  panel,   I'^'t   Interviewers  ppnel,   12^), 

The  Resident  Officers  say; 

"l^ost  people  are  amused  and  eaatertalned  "by  these  papers  and  read  them 
for  their  sensationalism," 

'Many  Germans  find  the  material  Included  In  Communist  papers  o^^  ridicu- 
lous as  to  "be  laughable,  " 

"The  exp-g/5: era t ions  of  the  Corjnunist  press  are  so  Aiscoml'ble  that  they

A  few  members  of  the  panei,  however,  indicnte  why  they  think  that  the 
Communist  press  has  some  effect  in  ''Western  Germany:

the  Conr-'unist  press   is   completely  without  success   for  there  ^'dll  always 
"be  people  who  fall   for  its  propaganda  as   errerience  has  taught;  "   "there 
is   so  much  contradiction  from  papers  of  other  parties  and  the  non-partisan 
press   that  the  ICPD  press  can  have  little  influence;"  etc.

The  two  leading  arguments  advanced  "by  the  Resident  Officers'  panel  for 
not  Buppressing  the  Communist  press  are  that  1)  they  would  then  merely 
go  underground  and  have  a  greater  appeal,  and  2)   it  would  be  against 
democratic  principles.  Their  comments  cataloged  and  listed  in  order 
of  frequency  of  mention  follow: 

'^ill  publish  underground  any^my  and  have  greater  ap'neal: 
(Control  more  difficult,  produces  ma.rtyrs,  makes  propaganda 
more  effective,  etc,):   If  we  prohibit  the  Comn^unist  news- 
papers, it  will  be   beautiful  worldwide  propaganda  material 
for  the  Communists;  also  it  *i.ll  make  martyrs  out  of  them,

Oplni-^^ns  rather  evenly  s^^lit  in  the  US  occupied  areas  rs  to  whether 
the  danger  of  a  Korea^like  ft  -nflict   occurring  in  Germany  is 
relatively  great  or  small. 

A  i^ersiotent   theme  '^f  Oonnunist   ■"^rojagnnda  in  Gornany  has  "been

with  the  fp.ct   of  repeated  iimerican  withdrawal  uppermost  in  the

...  The  dominating  sentiment  in  the  US  occupied  areas  -  most  parti- 
cularly in  Berlin  -  at  the  timo  of  this  survey,  is  that  Jknerica 
is  preparing  as  well  as  possl'ble  to  meet  all  farther  international 

development  s.  ! 

...  West  fterraan  confidence  in  iuaerioa  is  pIs^  underscored  "by  the 
strong  majority  conviction  expressed  in  the  US  occupied  areas, 
that  ^unerioa  would  take  a  firm  stand  in  the  event  of  a  Ccmmuniat 
aggression  In  Europe. 

...  Vest  (rerman  confidence  in  ^erioan  measures  to  meet  the  present 
world  situation  and  determination  to  resist  Oommunist  aggression 
in  Europe  em'breces  also  the  majority  "belief  that  the  Vest  em  pover« 
would  try  to  defend  Vest  G-ermeny.in  the  event  of  a  war. 
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A  final  nota"ble  vote  of  confidence  in  the  Vest  is  that  a  majority 
in  the  US  occ\apied  areas  feel     that  the  Western  powers  are  doing 
everything  they  should  to  insure  the  security  of  West  Germany. 

The  minority  vyho  "believe  otherwise  suggest  additional  measures 
which  in  large  part  prove  to  "be  those  subsequently  accorded  to 
the  West  Germans  in  the  provisions  of  the  Foreign  Ministers' 
Communique. 

The  in^jlicetion  is  then,   that  with  the  establishment   of  the  new 
security  provisions  satisfaction  with  the  efforts  of  the  Western 
powers  to  insure  German  security  is  likely  to  characterize  the 
large  bulk  of  the  West  German  population. 


VI.      THE  NEUTIUiLITY  ISSUE 


The  dominating  opinion  emong  Germens  in  the  US  occupied  areas  is 
still  that  in  the  present  East-West   struggle  most  Germans  would 
prefer  to   side  with  the  Western  powers,    rather  than  side  with 
Russia  or  to  remain  completely  out  of  the  matter.     However,   the 

effect  of  Korea  has  apparently  been  to  increase  from  a  quarter  to 
about   a  third  the  proportion  of  respondents  in  the  US  Zone  who 
Judge  that  most  Germans  would  prefer  to  remain  neutral. 

Since  even  among  the  minority  who  feel  that  most   Germans  would 
prefer  to  remain  neutral  only  a  negligible  few  believe  that 
neutrality  is  possible,   the  issue  of  where  the  Germans  stand  in 
the  East-West   struggle  really  bolls  down  to  -  would  most  Germans 
prefer  to   side  with  Russia  or  fight   against  her  in  the  event  of 
an  invasion  from  the  East?     The  answer  is  that  a  lexge  majority 
everywhere   sampled  —  a  very  large  majority  in  Berlin  -  feel  that 
under  such  circumstances  most  Germans  would  side  with  the  West.

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This  gtudy  on  public  awarenee?  of,  and  attitudes  toi^rd,  tho  Marshall  Plan 
ifas  made  in  August  1930  as  part  of  a  larger  surrey  by  the  Heacticns  Analysis 
Staff,  Office  of  Puhlic  Affairs.  HICO&,  As  in  all  surveys  made  by  IIAS. 
a  representative  randomly  selected  sarnDle  of  residents  of  the  US  Zone, 
Vest  Berlin,  and  Sromen  vere  intorviened  in  their  homes  by  trained  O'exnan 
intorvievors  supervised  "by  American  Surveys  Officers.  In  p11,  I500  persons 
in  the  US  Zone,  2S7  in  ''^©et  Berlin  and  ?06  in  Bremen  were  intervie^'ed, 
Tho  analysis  and  the  reporting  of  the  data  Here  prepared  by  the  professional 
staff  at  Bad  Hauheim  headq.uarter8. 
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The  findings  of  this  study  strongly  suggest  the  need  for  a  more  vigorous 
and  imaginative  information  campaign  regarding  the  Karshall  Flan.  Such 
a  campaign  to  be  successful  should  be  more  popular  in  tone  and  content 
then  presumably  has  been  the  case  horetofore,  *fhat  is  apparently  needed 
is  a  grass-roots  information  program. 

The  fact  that  more  than  seven  in  ten  US  Zone  Germans  claim  to  have  heard 
or  read  of  3HP  should  not  bo  taken  as  a  contradiction  of  the  foregoing 
statement.  The  figure  derives  from  the  r>ublic*s  pbility  mproly  tr  reocgnizo 
the  term  Harsball  Flan  or  2IZP,  Other  studies  have  shOTm  that  in  someT<^t 
deeper  probes  many  f  o^or  people  are  able  to  apply  anyone  of  the  popular 
designatirns  to  ^orican  aid  vhon  asked  to  do  so.  Moreover,  even  on  tho 
basis  of  bare  recognition,  in  almcst  tno  years  time  there  has  been  no 
appreciable  increase  in  a^'^rencss  of  2EP  among  the  US  Zone  population  as 
a  whole.  Analysis  further  shows  that  in  1930,  almost  precisely  tho  samo 
groups  within  the  population  ^^rore  ignorant  of  Marshall  Flan  aid  as  were 
ignorant  in  19^8.   (Comparative  tables  on  page  2   of  this  report.) 

The  public  itself  rocommends  more  information,  vrith  almost  half  saying 
that  the  ^/est  German  people  are  not  sufficiently  informed.  Thoy  recommend 
more  concrete  details  about  SRP,  and  a  more  popular  tone  in  order  that  the 
general  public  may  be  reached. 

Bearing  cut  their  opinions  on  the  need  for  more  information  is  the  fact 
that  six  in  ton  do  not  know  that  it  is  planned  to  terminate  SHP  in  1932. 

On  the  interesting  q.U08tion  of  what  the  German  peo-ole  consider  the  aid  - 
a  loan  or  a  gift  >  six  in  ten  of  those  a^^^are  of  the  Marshall  Flan  hold 
that  American  aid  to  Europe  is  in  tho  nature  of  a  loan,  but  one  in  ten 
feel  it  is  a  gift,  and  about  as  many  say  it  is  partly  a  gift  or  a  loan, 
or  say  it  has  been  already  paid  for  by  dismantling  etc..  Two  in  ton  could 
volunteer  no  opinion  in  the  matter. 

Marshall  Flan  aid  is  welcomed  and  appreciated  by  a  majority  of  Germans 
who  know  of  it.  More  than  half  *»ould  like  to  see  it  continue  beyond  1952* 
two-thirds  feel  it  benefits  ^'^est  Germany  as  a  whole  and  not  only  special 
groups,  and  almost  t^fo- thirds  believe  it  has  stioulated  a  real  rather 
than  an  illusory  recovery  of  tho  Gozncui  economy.  The  need  for  a  more 
effective  information  campaign  is  again  highlighted  by  the  greater  ten- 
dency of  the  grotg^s  which  bulk  largest  in  the  US  Zone  Goznan  population  <-. 
the  lessor  educated,  the  small  town  people,  ajid  those  of  lo^^er  income  — 
to  say  that  certain  groups,  rather  than  tho  xmblic  as  a  vAiolo,  receive  the 
benefits  of  2IBP.  Comments  made  by  respondents,  and  recorded  in  this  report, 
also  show  that  those  whose  opinions  are  unfavorable  on  certain  aspects  of 
JSBP  are  more  likely  than  not  to  ba.8e  their  judgnonts  on  misconceptions 
of  the  puzposes  and  results  of  American  aid.

It  is  evident  ahove  tha.t  if  any  special  efforts  have  "be<3n  made  to  "bring 
the  ''Marshall  Plan  story  to  the  particular  groups  that  the  '  US  survey  re- 
vealed to  "be  most  in  ignorance,  these  efforts  have  not  met  vdth  Koy^   dis- 
cernahle  success.  The  extent  of  una.^f»renes8  ajnong  particular  US  Zone 
groups  is  almost  identicpl  in  the  August  '50  survey  with  that  found  almost 
tvo  years  "before. 

There  is  of  course,  a  sptxiration  point  in  any  informa.tional  campaign,  "beyond 
which  isipractically  great  efforts  are  needed  to  influence  marginal  elements 
in  the  population.  It  may  "be  that  such  a  point  has  "boon  reached  in  ^^ostom 
Germany  in  regard  to  2tBP  puldlicity.  But  on  the  other  hand  it  is  equally 
possible  that  substantial  gains  in  a^mreness  could  yet  be  realized  if 
vigorous  and  imaginative  programs  are  pursued*  It  does  not  seem  likely 
that  the  limit  of  absorption  of  Ilarshall  Plan  information  has  "been  reached 
in  the  US  Zone  vhen  ^35^ as  of  Kay  1950  cannot  even  come  up  Tfith  any  one 
of  the  various  names  of  the  program,  and  2^/i  as  of  August  I950  confess 
that  they  have  never  heard  or  read  of  such  an  undertaking* 
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Most  freq.uently  mentioned  eoTirce  of  Infom&tlon  al^out  the  I^Iarehall  Flftn 
are  newspapers,  *rith  radio  fo*" lowing  in  second  plp.co.  Relatively  few 
mention  posters  emd  magazines  ^.b   media  of  information.  Both  of  the

Only  ojio  out  rf  five  US  Zone  adults  -  rno  out  of  four 
among  tho  youth  -  indicate  the  "belief  that  Gernant  ha.ve  much  or  something 
to  learn  from  Aaericans  in  this  area.

Th'-ugh  held  in  n'^t  q.uite  so  low  a  regard  as  social  welfare  pnd  fine  p.rts, 
"but  still  third  fr'^m  the  "bottrm  of  ten  fields  given  tr  the  respondents 
to  evaluate,  was  the  field  --^f  education.  Only  one  '^ut  cf  three  US  Z'*ne 
youths  -  even  fewer  adults  -  indicated  that  they  felt  that  Germejis  had 
much  or  something  to  learn  from  Americans  in  the  educational  area. 

Those  results  taken  all  together  cannot  "be  locked  up'-n  as  heartening.  It 
is  evident  that  despite  a  long  continued  American  interest  in  educational 
reform  only  a  comparatively  small  minority  are  veiling  to  express  the 
jur'.gmont  that  Germans  have  even  "something"  to  learn  from  Americans  in 
educational  matters.  Only  a  ncderato  pr'--prrtlon,  it  is  true,  outrlghtly 
state  that  Germans  have  "nothing"  t-^  learn,  "but  it  w^uld  "be  a  mistake  to 
overlook  the  negative  factors  In  the  extensive  eaqDresslon  cf  "no  opinion," 
At  "best  this  means  thpt  the  American  theses  '^•n  educational  reform  have 
q.uite  failed  t*^  get  over  to  a  large  pr^prrtlcn  rf  the  Vest  Gorman  popiilation, 
3ut  more  pro'be'bly  these  exproseions  rf   "no  opinion"  are  unfavoraTJle  re- 
actlcne  rather  than  neutral,  for  oven  in  the  a'beence  of  tpeciflc  Infcrmatlon 
it  wou3d  certainly  "be  the  easiest  and  mf^st  reas'^np.^le  ccurso  to  say  that

The  encouraging  trend  emerges  frrm  US  Zone  yruth  "breaW-owns  that  tho 
more  critical  and  informed  levels  cf  the  population  -  the  men,    tho  "bettor 
educated,    the  "better  off,    and  the  ur"bf».n  dwelling  -  pro  ci^nsideralily  mere 
inclined  than  are  their  ccuntorpprts  t'*  "believe  that  Germans  have  much 
or  something  to  loam  from  Americans  in  tho  political  area. 

In  re^rd  tr    remaining  fields  it  may  "be  pointed  ''ut  in  a  general  wy^y 
that  industry  and  technology  scores  particularly  high  with  two  out  of 
three  or  more  y^uth  pjid  adults  in  all  the  regions   surveyed  saying  thp.t 
Germans  hp.ve  much  or  something  tr  learn  fr'^m  Amoricpns  in  this  area. 
Agriculture  sec  res  just  a"bcut  as  high  in  the  US  Z^na,    though  as  might  "be 
expected,   receptivity  in  such  an  area  xs  s'^mewhat  I'^wor  in  urTjan  centers 
like  Berlin  and  Bremen,     Science  pud  radio  come  next  with  a  fair  aoount 
of  support  and  then  press  and  sports  with  ppprecia'bly  less. 
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Though  the  preponderant  sentiment  in  the  US  occupied  eireae  Is  to  welcome 
imerlc£Ui  efforts  to  familiarize  the  Germans  with  democratic  Ideas,    It  Is 
clear  that  G-erman  youth  welcome  such  efforts  less  than  do  G-erman  adult &« 
Less  than  a  majority  of  German  youth  In  the  US  Zone  look  favorp-Tily  upon 
Merlcan  democratization  efforts,  and  among  teen-agers  the  proportion 
who  approve  Is  not  rellalily  greater  than  the  proportion  *^o  feel  that 
any  such  efforts  should  "be  left  up  to  the  Germans  themselves.

Attitudes  in  Berlin  are  somewhat  mere  favor- 
able, but  in  Bremen  hit  tho  lowest  point  %rith  only  12  vqt   cent  among  the 
adults  indicating  that  anything  is  to  be  learned  from  Americans  in  regard 
to  social  welfare.

Ono  has  only  to  think  about  the  implications  of  tho  abovo  findings  to 
realize  their  sorioxienoss.  Such  results  rp.ther  strongly  suggest  a  vory 
low  regard  among  Germans  for  American  social  wolfare  practicos.  If  such 
a  state  cf  mind  is  as  prevalent  as  it  sooms  to  be,  Germans  aro  noro  than 
mildly  vulnerable  to  Ccmmunist  propaganda  themes  which  are  already  being 
widely  promulgated  to  tho  effect  that  America  is  a  land  whe'^e  tho  rich 
are  very  ricja  and  the  poor  are  very  poor  and  Wall  Street  capitalists 
wouldnH  buy  their  fellow  cltlsens  a  crust  of  bread. 

Certainly  the  findings  suggest  the  desirability  of  some  concerted  efforts 
on  the  part  of  American  informational  and  rerrlentational  agencies  to

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INTBDDUCTIOK  ... 


The  present  report  is  the  fourth  cf  a  series  based  upon  an  extensive  surrey 
of  the  attitudes  of  German  youth  tovard  the  major  elements  of  the  JJjnerican 
program  in  Oermany.     The  survey  was  conducted  during  July  1960  by  the 
Reactions  Analysis  Staff,  Office  of  Publi6  Affairs. 

For  these  -studies  the  usual  random  representative  sample  cf  G-ormans  of 

all  ages  in  the  US  occii^ied  areas  was  sr^plomented  vdth  a  special  augmented 

sample  of  Grerman  youth  (defined  as  from  15  through  35  years  of  age).     In 
toto  the  sampling  included  appr''>xime.tely  1,750  youths  in  the  US  Zone  and 
1,250  adults,   275  ycuths  in  Berlin  i^nd  235  adults,    and  200  youths  in  Brem#n 
with  175  adults.     The  p\irpcsc  of  the  adult  cases  on  the  same  issues  was  to 
provide  the  opportunity  for  youth-adult  conrparisons  where  such  were  desir- 
able. 

As  usual  the  interviews  vrere  obtained  from  randomly  selected  respondents 
by  a  trained  German  staff  under  the  general  supervision  of  American  survey 
officers.     Detailed  description  of  the  sasipling  methods  employed  is  avail- 
able upon  request.      The  analysis  and  interpretation  of  the  data  has  been 
performed  by  the  professional  survey  staff  of  the  Office  of  Public  Affairs,

...  West  G-e-^'  an  youth  are  more  likely  than  adults  to  Icnow  that  the  U.S.   main- 
tains Amorika  Kaeuser  (U.S.   Information  Oentero)   and  Heading  Rooms,  in 
cities  throughout  Vest  Germany.

For  j^he  past  sovoral  months  the  RdA^ctirxiB  iaalysis  Staff,  Office  of 
Publi^' Affairs,  has  'been  devoting  careful  attention  to  the  complex  issue 
of  V/est  G'onB'm  reoilitarisatim.  The  mc§t  recent  report  in  this  area* 
presented  hasic  Oennan  reactirns  rn  the  remilitarization  issue  as  '^f 
August  8th  to  Septem'ber  8th,  the  period  immediately  preceding  the  Washington 
Foreign  Ministers*  conference.  The  present  "brief  report  "brings  the  hasic 
trend  of  sgpproval-disapproval  in  the  US  occupied  areas  dovn  through  the 
end  of  Soptomher,  a  perird  "bracketing  the  release  of  the  Foreign  Ministers* 
comrauniq.ue  en  security  plans  for  West  Germany. 

Since  an  Octo'ber  survey  Just  now  nearing  ccmplotlon  in  the  field  includes 
1q  addition  tr  the  haslc  trend  question  extensive  reference  to  "why's  and 
wherefore* s",  detailed  discussion  of  trend  indications  will  "be  postponed 
until  these  data  are  in«. 

The  present  findings  derive  ffom  a  survey  conducted  in  the  US  occupied 
areas  of  G-erraany  in  the  period  "between  Septcanher  5th  and  Octo'ber  ^th,  1950, 
Interviewed  in  the  study  was  a  representative  random  sample  of  approximately 
1,500  cases  in  the  US  Z-no,  3^0  in  Berlin,  PJid  200  in  Bremen.  As  usual 
the  interviews  were  r"btfllnod  from  randomly  selected  "respondents  "by  a 
trained  German  staff  under  the  general  supervision  of  Americ«n  survey 
officers.

A  final  comparison  that  mpy  "bo  highlighted  fr^n  tho  ta'bulations  "bol^w 
relates  to  roligirn.     It  cpn  "be  ohsorved  thpt  ^mong  tho  Protestpiits,   as 
is  not  true  among  the  Cathclics,   an  approciahlo  rise  hf>.s  occurred  in  the 
prrpoi:tion  vrho  arc  against  German  pe.rticipption  in  pn  Suropcan  army.     It 
is  not  unlikely  that  this  increase  in  opposition  is  related  to  the  widely

The  present  findings  are  "based  upon  an  urTsan  spjnple  of  ^^estom  Germany  as 
a  whole,  i.e,  inclusive  of  the  British  pnd  Pr^nch  as  well  as  the  American 
zones.  The  results  were  gathered  on  November  9*1^  and  10th  through  the  - 
operation  of  a  ^-hour  "flash"  survey  embracing  a  representative  urban 
q,uota  sample  of  6^  cases  dravn  from  am'^ng  Western  Gorman  cities  50,ono 
and  over  in  population  and  a  200  case  ^uota  sample  in  the  three  Western 
sectors  of  Berlin. 


S0M2  HIGHLKHTS 


I.  T33KD  ON  GEBMAN  rAETI CITATION  IN  SCHtOPEAN  AK^ 


The  latest  measurement  of  urban  West  German  reactions  to  Gorman  partici- 
pation in  an  Suropean  army  still  indicates  a  strong  preponderance  of 
approval  over  disapproval.  However,  there  is  an  increasing  indication 
in  the  TJS  Zone,  since  midUAugustv  tha.t  opposition  has  risen  somewhat. 

il.   CUBESNT  ESACTIONS  TO  KOESA 

The  prevailing  opinion  in  urban  West  Germany  is  that  the  fact  of  Chinese 
intervention  in  Korea  has  considerably  increased  the  danger  of  a  new 
world  war. 

Apprehensions  of  a  Korean  parallel  occurring  in  Gormany  arc  almost  as 
great  currently  as  they  wore  in  micUAu^ust  during  some  of  the  most 
threatening  stages  of  the  Korean  conflict.  Two  out  of  three  in  urban 
West  Germany  see  the  present  danger  as  great  to  fairly  groat» 

III,  BSAOTiaNS  TO  PB0JSCT3D  WSSTEBN  POVffiH  SSmSOHCSMSNTS 

Apparently  by  no  means  ell   of  the  West  Germans  are  happy  about  the 
projected  plan  of  the  Western  powers  to  brin/3j  additional  troops  into 
West  Germany.  The  majority  are  in  favor  of  such  a  course,  but  a  sub- 
stantial minority  express  themselves  as  opposed, 

A  definite  majority  aiaon^  West  Geman  urbanites  do  not  feel  that  it  would 
be  right  to  have  West  Gemany  contribute  to  the  payment  of  any  additional 
coett  incident  to  reinforcing  Vostem  power  troops  in  Germany*     < 

3>ven  more  widespread  is  the  objection  to  allo^-i-ng  any  additional  housing 
to  be  requisitioned  in  Oermany  for  the  use  of  the  projected  troop  re- 
inforconents.  Only  one  in  ten  in  West  Germany  wouid  countenance  such 
a  course.  And  in  Berlin  despite  an  S5  V^t   cent  approval  of  Western    \ 
power  reinf rrconents,  three  out  of  four  tfoiald  be  opposed  to  any  re- 
quisitioning of  G-eman  houses  f'^r  the  use  of  additional  troops,  (-question 
was  asked  not  because  any  such  rec^uisitioning  is  being  conteoplated, 
but  as  some  measure  of  Oeman  readiness  to  impose  sacrifices  upon  them- 
selves in  the  interest  of  defense). 
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It  "begins  to  "bocome  clear  therefore,   that  whatever  the  Grornfin  interest  in 
secttrity,   the  najority  are  definitely  not  in  the  mood  to  ccntri'bute  either 
tonffitrd  the  costs  or  the  housing  of  any  Western  DOwer  troop  reinforcemtotg 
that  may  be  sent  to  G-ormany.     The  suggestion  emerges  too  -  which  will  "bo 
su'bjected  to  further  study  -.  that  not  a  few  Germans  are  opposed  to  such 
reinforcements  for  f ep.r  thoy  will  have  to  ccntri'bute  in  some  wy  to  their 
support • 

IV,  HSiCTIOKS  TO  A  DBAFT  FOB  MILITARY  SSRVIGS 

A  clear  majority  of  urheji  West  G-ermans  held  that  in  their  judgment  the 
Vest  Oerraan  Federal  government  should  net  have  the  right  to  draft  men 
for  military  service. 

This  finding  "becomes  very  significant  in  view  of  tho  additional  fact  th«»t 
less  than  one  in  ton  say  they  would  volunteer  for  militars*-  service  in  the 
event  that  West  G-erniany  should  participate  in  an  Suropoan  array.     Among 
those  who  are  oligiTale  for  military  8er>»-ice  the  preponderance  state  thp.t 
they  would  serve  only  if  drafted,   and  almost  four  out  of  ton  indicate 
that  thoy  would  refuse  to  servo  even  if  they  were  suTDjoctod  to  a  draft. 

The  irapcrtftnco  of  tho  a^^rnre  finfinsrs  shruTd  n'^t  "bo  overlooked.     Clearly 
if  (l)    tho  najority  of  G-orm^ns  -"p-nose  a  draft  and  (?)   a  majority  ^f  a"bl6- 
"bodied  G-erraaji  men  indicate  tha.t  they  would  servo  only  if  drafted  -  with 
most  of  the  others  refusing  altoi^ether  -  the  prospects  of  recruiting  er^y . 
lar-^e  n\am"bor  of  Gompn  soldiers  f'''r  an  Suropepja  a.rmy  would  appear  to  "bo 
far  from  oncouraiSing, 

Those  facts   stron^-;ly  suggest  that  degrito  the  majority  ap^^roval  of  German 
participation  in  an  Suropopn  amy,    there  is  considera'bly  less  th^n 
majority  support  of  the  kind  rf  aoasuros  and  actions  needod  to  roalize 
such  a  plan. 

A  similar  reluctance  to  "back  approval  v/ith  concrete  sacrifices  has  already 
"been  o"bservod  in  connection  with  the  (luesti-^n  '-f  Western  tr6op  reinforce- 
moixts  for  Gorman  defense.     Thou/;;h  the  majority  approved  such  reinforce- 
ments, largo  majorities,   it  will  "be  reaom'bered,   opposed  contriTmting  to 
such  reinforcements  with  either  funds  or  hcusing, 

V,   &3EMAN  STATUS  AJ'iONG  COMi'UiraSES  OF  SUItOPSAX  AKIT 

West  German  city  dwellers  are  very  clear  in  thoir  opinion  that  Geman 
military  loaders  in  any  projected  Surcpesn  array  should  ha.vo  as  auch  to 
•ay  a"bout  the  connand  of  tho  f'^rces  as  the  lea^^ors  of  any  other  nation. 

However,    only  one  in  five  in  West  Germany  "believe  that  German  military 
leaders  vill  in  actuality  have  as  much  to  sa^  as  leaders  of  other  nations, 
in  the  event  Germany  participates  in  an  Suropoan  army, 

"71.     IKIXXmrC3  OF  lOLITAKf  OIT  G35MAU  POLITICS 

Though  it  is  tho  preponderant  view»   ccnsidera'bly  less  thaji  majority  of 
West  German  urTjajiitoe  voice  the  opinion  that  over  tho  past  100  years, 
the  military  ha«  had  too  much  influonoo  en  G-crman  politics. 

The  57  per  cent  ^o  hold  that  the  German  military  in  recent  history  has 
"been  overly  influential  on  Germaji  politics  is  "best  intorprctod  in  couf- 
Junctien  with  an  oarlior  reported  finding  to  the  effect  that  only  a  20 
•per  cent  minority  hold  that  tho  O-ernan  military  ha-s  "been  a  "baA  influence 
on  the  Oennwa  people  nvor  the  past  5^  years.     This  com'bination  of  results 
■ho%t  first  that  for  a  nian'bor  of  Gexnans  (the  differonco  "bot^ieon  37  *Ad 
2^  per  eant)  may  ovarly  great  influence  of  tho  milita.zy  in  recent  hist'^xy 
hat  %een  prcntoaably  offset '"bgr  virtuot  to  the  extent  that  it  is  net  to  "be 
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termed  a  TD«d  Influence  '>n  the  OerraRn  peor»le.  But  more  relevantly  in  the 
present  connection,  the  finding  suggest  th/it  vhatovor  may  be  occasioning 
O-erman  hesitancy  aTsout  remilitArlzatlon,  It  Is  quite  unlikely  to  derive 
in  any  major  part  from  the  kind  of  apprehensions  a"bout  the  Oerman  military 
with  which  the  Western  powers  wnuld  "be-  synpathetic.

•  ••  Vest  German  city  dwellers  are  preponderantly  cf  the  opinion  that  the' 
q.uestion  of  Gorman  partlcipatirn  in  an  European  army  should  be  decided 
soon,  rather  than  more  time  being  t^ken  for  consideration. 

2!ven  when  given  the  alternative  cf  electing  new  Bundestag  members  to 
decide  the  issue,  the  large  majority  of  Vetft  Gexmah  urbanltos  still 
indicate  a  preference  for  a  plebiscite  on  whether  or  not  Vest  Germany 
should  participate  in  an  Surope^n  arniy* 

VIII,  TH3  rOSSpLS  DaNGSR  of  a  rL2IBISCIT3  TO 

AITAIKMOT?  OF  AMSalOAN  FOLICY  OBJSCTIVES 

The  very  strong  support  for  a  plebiscito  poses  definite  conrpll cat ions  for 
^erican  policy  on  the  Goman  rerillitarizatlrn  issue.  In  spite  of  the 
majol'ity  supprrt  for  German  "oartlclppti<^n  in  an  European  army  found  in 
repeated  HAS  surveys  of  roprosentative  ppnples  in  the  T3S  Zone  an«*  in 
representative  urban  sanples  in  ^rost  Germpjay  as  a  wholo,  it  ^'ould  be 
entirely  possible  to  obtain  majrrity  oprtrsition  in  a  Plebiscite,  Such 
an  apparent  ejiomaly  derives  frrm  the  fact  that  many  ^/est  Germane  pj:e 
in  favor  of  Gorman  nllitpry  contributions  only  when  they  e.re  being  thought- 
ful  rather  than  emotional  and  hence  in  a  moo<^  to  appreciate  stern 
necessities.  If  tho  remilitarization  Issue  is  by  wording  of  tho  question 
or  its  /general  context  ^osod  in  such  a  way  as  to  draw  upon  emotions 
and  inclinations  rathor  than  sober  judrijnents,  majority  opposition  to 
German  participation  in  an  European  array  could  easily  be  the  outcome. 

This  situation  has  been  capitalized  \ipon  by  ant  Impart  iclpat  ion  elements 
in  the  Geimpn  press  who  have  run  a  spate  of  so-callod  polls  -  usually 
a  travesty  on  correct  methodolo^  «-  cutting  the  issues  in  emotionally 
biased  ways  and  injecting  anti-participation  biases  in  associated  dis- 
cussions and  pictorial  illustrations.

With  the  German  paTtiallty  toward  a  plebiscite  that  liAS  surveys  have 
disclosed,  and  tho  widespread  emotional  susceptibility  to  antL-i)artici*. " 
pation  propa^^anda,  it  behooves  ^ericaA  policy  makers  to  devote  serious 
eonsiderations  at  this  time  to  vhatefver  counter^^&easures  nay  be  advantage- 
ously taken  in  the  event  of  a  Commanist  inspired  campaign  for  a  Vest 
German  plebitcite.

rrom  the  point  of  view  of  Aemocrp.tic  reoriontp.tlon  it  is  difficult  to 
decide  whether  tho  Gorman  interest  in  a  pleMscite  on  the  question  of 
Gormftn  participation  in  an  Suropop.n  army  is  encour^^in^  as  an  inr'ication 
of  rpjik  and  file  democracy,  or  di scour a(2;infi:  as  a  symptom  of  vidoeprofl.d 
distrust  of  duly  olocted  rapresontativos.  But  in  any  case  tho  very  stronq 
support  for  a  ple'biscito  poses  definite  complications  for  ijaerican  policy 
on  the  German  remilitarization  issue.   In  spite  of  the  majority  support 
for  German  participation  in  an  Suropean  army  found  in  repeated  HAS  surveys 
of  representative  samples  in  the  US  Z^ne  pud  in  ropresentativo  urlian  spjnplos 
in  ''/est  Germany  as  a  rholo,  it  *Tuld  >e  entirely  posei"ble  to  ©"btpin  majority 
opposition  in  a  ple'biscite.  Such  an  apparent  anomaly  derives  from  the  fact 
that  many  "est  Germans  are  in  favrr  of  German  military  contri'butions  only 
v^en  they  are  "boin^  thou^jhtful  rather  thpn  emotirnal  and  honce  in  p  mood 
to  appreciate  stern  necessities,  Thore  is  no  o"«^idence  ''rhatsoover  of  pry 
appreciable  enthusiasm  frr  euch  a  crurse;  rn   the  contrary  there  are  nuracr'-.us 
indications  thp.t  Gerr^.n  porsonpl  inclinations  and  amotions  are  a^'^ainst  pny 
military  efforts,  lp.r.':oly  p,s  a  crnseq.uence  of  p.  profound  weariness  with  the

Por  the  above  reason  if  the  reailitp.rization  ieeuc  is  >y  wordinc:  of  tho 
QLuostion  or  its  general  crntext  posed  in  such  p.  wpy  p.s  to  draw  upon  emotions 
.and  inclinations  rather  than  seizor  judcraonte,  mpjority  opposition  to  German 
participation  in  pn  3uropep.n  army  could  easily  "be  the  outcome. 

This  situp.tion  ha.s  "boon  capitp,lized  upon  "by  anti-participation  olomcnts 
in  the  German  prose  vrho  hp.vo  run  a  spate  of  so-called  polls  -  usually  a 
travesty  on  correct  methodolOriy  -  cutting;  the  issues  in  enotionp-lly  "biased 
wpys  and  injecting  anti-pp,rticipption  "biases  in  associated  discussions  pnd 
pictorial  illustrations. 

There  axe  recent  indications  that  tho  Communists  may  "be  considorins'  the 
possi'bility  of  "beatinr:;  the  drums  for  or  outri.2:htly  sponsorin*^  a  plebiscite 
on  remilitarization  in  West  Gemany.  If  they  proceed  with  euch  plpjas  one

The  obvious  task  in  gaining  such  an  underetanding  is  tA  ask  Wist  Oez«ans 
iriio  are  opposed  to  German  military  participation  wtj^  they  take  this  stand* 
Ihis  is  a  useful  approach  and  it  is  being  utilised*  It  is  lljd.t«d,  hoirsTerf 
for  a  number  of  reasons*  Respondents  sannot  generally  eaqpress  all  their 
reasons  in  any  one  simple  answer »  or  cannot  remember  many  of  their  reasons 
without  more  particular  inquiries ,  or  miy  be  scsMiiiat  hesitant  about  boldly 
coming  out  with  considerations  that  are  determining  their  Judgsnent* 

A  subtler  approach  which  minimises  nany  of  the  aboTS  difficulties  is  to 
compare  in  the  important  matters  related  to  remilitarisation^  the  answers 
of  those  who  approve  and  tose  who  disapprove  of  QenMn  participation  in 
an  European  anny* 

Wherever  statistically  reliable  differences  arise  in  those  compaz*isons 
one  is  in  a  position  to  infer  a  possible  determinant  of  basic  pro  or 
con  attitudes  in  the  remilitarization  issue* 

Most  of  the  datai  upon  which  the  present  analysis  is  based  were  gathered 
in  the  surveys  of  urban  West  Germany  w&ich  were  conducted  on  October  31st 
and  November  1st  and  on  November  9th  and  10th  respectively*  In  each  instance 
the  sampling  embraiced  m  representatiipe  urban  (}iota  sampls  of  6U)  esses 
drawn  from  among  Western  Gexman  cities  50^000  and  over  in  populsitlon. 
In  the  few  instances  information  was  utilised  from  a  regular  rsprssentive 
random  sample  of  the  US  Zone  conducted  during  August  19^0  and  esibraeing 
approximately  1,500  cases*

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SOME  IMTLICATIONS  FOB  AMSKICAN  rOLICT  rEOJSCTION  ,., 

The  most  si^ificant  disclosure  of  the  present  analysis  -  from  the  point 
cf  view  of  effective  projecti'^n  of  American  policy  -  is  that  German 
opposition  to  pfl.rticipation  in  a  European  army  is  primarily  influenced 
Tsy  an  inclination  to  remain  neutral  in  the  Bast-West  struggle,  not  Tjy  an 
inclination  to  obtain  a  free  ride  on  defense  at  the  expense  of  the 
Western  powers.  If  this  is  true  it  is  somewhrt  premature  to  stress  the 
theme  that  pu'blic  opinion  at  homo  will  not  allow  the  Wostem  powers  to 
defend  a  country  that  will  not  defend  itself  -  when  the  tar^cet  ^roup  is 
thinking  in  terns  of  neutrality  rather  th>»ji  of  defense.  So  yfhfi.t   seems 
indicated  as  the  first  order  of  "business  in  any  effort  to  diminish  Gorman 
opposition  to  European  military  participation  is  an  attack  w^on  neutraliam 
rather  thfeai  parasitism.

Teken  all  together  the  above  conrparieone  show  thr.t  opponents  of  German 

rearmament  are  aomeithat  more  concerned  about  poeeihle  militarism  in  a 
future  German  military,  but  not  to  any  really  considerable  extent. 

Thou^  16  per  cent  more  among  opponents  than  mong  suppoftors  of  remarmament 
held  that  the  German  military  would  be  likely  to  have  too  much  influence  ' 
on  German  politics  -  in  the  ovent  of  Germrn  prrticipation  in  an  European 
army  -*  only  one  per  cent  in  the  opposed  group  expressed  the  opinion  that 
any  military  influence  on  democracy  in  West  Germany  would  be  brd.  Only 
13  per  cent  more  opposers  than  stippcrtors  of  rearmament  indicated  that  they 
thought  that  other  men  rather  than  the  former  German  generals  should  be 
used  to  command  German  units.  There  was  also  more  "no  opinion"  among  the 
opposed  group  on  this  issue,  but  this  can  hardly  be  interpreted  as  any 
forceful  expression  of  concern, 

Finally  only  15  per  cent  fewor  opposcrs  than  supporters  of  German  rearming 
indicate  that  they  feel  that  Gcrmaaas  should  have  as  much  to  say  about  the 
command  of  a  West  2uropean  army  as  other  nations  ~  thus  demonstrating  thfit 
-whatever  their  trepidation  about  a  future  German  military,  except  for  a 
few  it  does  not  go  so  far  as  to  recommend  less  influential  positions  for 
German  commanders  in  any  European  army. 

All  the  present  evidence  taken  together  seems  to  suggest  as  a  fair  conclu- 
sion that  concern  about  a  possible  renascence  of  German  militarism  plays 
some  but  considerably  less  than  a  dominant  role  in  influencing  Germans  to 
oppose  participation  in  an  European  army.

Moreover,   the  article  if  effectively  anti-Nuremberg  in  tone  should 
influence  readers'    opinions  on  the  Justice  of  the  trirls.     After 
reading  the  articl^,   resi'^ondente  should  then  have  been  more  criti- 
cal of  the  trials  thaji  prior  to  reeding  it.     To  check  this  iinpact, 
the  de'v'lce  of  a  control  gro-u^)  wrs  used.      In  an  independent   survey 
done  simultaneously  with  the  Weltbild  study,   ft  similar  sample  was 
f.skod  the  question  dealing  with  the  Justice  of  the  Nuremberg  trials. 
Replies  of  both  gro\)p8  fell  into  the  s'^jno  pattern  with  equal  pro- 
portions of  ea.ch  calling  the  verdicts  Just,  partially  Just,   or 
unjust. 

0,  One  effect  the  article  did  demonstrably  have  that  Americans  might  ' 
deplore  but  which  can  scarcely  be  construed  as  an  attack  on  American 
policy  or  prestige,  is  that  among  a.  majority  of  readers  it  ajrousod  a 
certain  amount  of  compassion  for  the  condemnod  men,  and  fgpprobation . 
of  the  manner  in  which  most  of  them  met  their  deaths*  But  very  few 
extended  this  compassion  to  ezilmadvorsions  on  the  Justice  of  the 
punishment.

As  an  ezanplo  of  another  type  of  article,   slso  frequently  eppearing  in 
Vest  German  publications,   the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff  surveyed  the  iiipact 
on  readers  of  the  article,  "Betrayed  and  Sold  Out,"   «5>pearing  in  the  periods 
ical  Revue.     The  three-page  picture  article  was  defeatist  in  tone,   pjid 
definitely  directed  against  German  involvement  in  any  war  with  the  Russians* 
The  interpretation  of  the  impact  of  this  article  presents  a  different         ~  ; 
problem  then  that  of  the  Zfurea(berg  story* 
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A.  Tho  nagpzino  Revue  wee  preferred  ty  most  ropders  -^ver  Velfblld.    nnd 
despite  the  ff*.ct  thet  It  wtns  clfdned  thPt  Nazi  leaders  on  covers  sell 
magazines,   greater  preference  was  shown  for  the  Revae  cover,  picturing 
an  attrrctlve  girl. 

But  the  popularity  of  the  magazine  did  not  rapewT  to  result  from  tho 
Interest  in  "Betrayed  end  Sold  Out."     Only  a  small  minority  volunt cored 
tha.t  It  was  the  fo* tide  they  liked  "best  in  the  mpgfzlne  —  ahout  as 
many  stated  they  liked  it  least.      (Most  popular  ferture  In  the  maga- 
zine "by  far  was  the  story  on  the  former  Bavrrian  royal  f ^laily. ) 

Trequontly  mentioned  wore  the  lightness  or  triviality  of  Revuo  as  v/ell 
as  its  vexiety,    end  lack  of  attention  to  politics  ps  reasons  for  pre- 
ferring it,  Which  indicates  that  most  people  wore  not  thinking  of  this 
article  as  a  reason  for  preference. 

Atout  three  quarters  reed  "Betrfyed  and  Sold  Out"   entirely  or  in  part, 
(it  was  throe  pages  lon^*  and  consisted    of  pictures  with  ccptions). 
Only  half  thought  it  would  influence  readers,    and  a  third  said  its 
influence  would  he  nil. 

In  contrast  to  the  ITureraherg  article,   the  thesis  of  "Betrcyed  and  Sold 
Out**   appeared  unpleasant   even  to   those  who   "greed  with  it.     V/hatevor 
its  irpp.ct  therefore  it  is  not  the  kind  of  theme  that  attracts  readers 
to  it. 

B,  As  to  the  questlor^i   would  the  rrticle  itself  tend  to  undermine  iimerican 
policy  regarding  G-ernrn  remilitarization?  — -  the  answer  is  Yes.     Pur- 
porting to  "be  a  pictorial  eainple  of  German  opinion,   it  present s  no 
excrples  of  any  one  who  would  resist  the  Russians,   or  in  pmy  case  re- 
sist to  the  extent  of  participating  in  group  action,   military  or 
otherwise.     Nowhere  does  it   sugijest  that  the  Gerrr.an  people  have  p 
stpJco  in  the  conflict;   on  the  contrary,   as  its. title  indicates,    enphar- 
sis  is  on  the  G-ermcn  people  as  a  pawn  "between  East  pnd  "."Jest. 

The  predominant  opinion  of  readers  is  that  a  consider alDle  number  of 
Germans  already  feel  "betrayed  md.  sold  out."     And  while  there  is  no 
direct  evidence  that  the  Rpvue  presentation  won  converts  to  defeatism, 
there  are  indications  that  those  people  already  of  this  persuasion 
had  their  viewpoints  sustained  by  it. 

But  eacpressions  of  defeatism  and  anti-war  sentiraents,   whatever  can  be 
said  about  then,   crjinot  be  considered  illegcd.     The  article  "Betrpyod 
and  Sold  Out"   certainly  in  itself  acts  to  diminish  Gernajis'   interest 
in  tho  course  the  U.S.   would  prefer  them  to  follow,   but  it  crnnot 
readily  be  maintained  that  it  constitutes  a  direct  attpck  on  American 
prestige.     This  together  with  the  relative  unpopularity  of  the  topic 
of  the  article,   suggests  that   suppression  through  the  appllcftlon  of 
Lav  Ho.  5  1s  not  the  most  lagppropriate  count ermoAsure  against  propa- 
ganda of  this  type.

readers'    opinions  of  the  trifil  had  "been  cl'-anged  r.s  a  result  of  reading 
the  article.     The  direct  approach  of  c^etting  "before  and  f-fter"   reactions 
of  tho  readers  to  the  trieJ.  was  technically  undesirable***,    so  tho  device 
of  a  control  group  was  used.     In  another  survey,    conducted  simultaneously 
with  a  sejaple  of  similar  design,   the  two  questions  on  the  trials  were  asked. 
These  respondents  had  not  been  ezposed  to  the  rrticle,   of  course.     If  tho 
fact  of  reading  the  article  hrd  influenced  opin3.ons  on  the  justice  of  the 
verdicts,   readers'   opinions  should  differ  from  those  of  the  non-eacposod.

I,  If  personal  interest  in  political  affairs,  v/illingncss  to  assume  re- 
sponsibility in  governn;cnt  and  confidence  in  ability  for  self-govern- 
ment are  accepted  as  criteria  for  an  effective  de^iiocracy,  it  is  clear 
that  the  majority  of  German  youth  are  currently  unprepared  to  play  a 
decisive  rolo  in  the  democratic  development  of  their  country. 

...  Seven  in  ten  youth  disclaim  personal  interest  in  political  affairs, 
thus  outdoing  v^ven  their  elders,  six  in  ten  of  whom  would  "leave 
politics  to  others."  However,  this  bleak  picture  is  sofiiewhat  re- 
lieved by  the  fact  that  the  better  educated,  upper  income  youth  - 
that  is  those  who  probably  will  become  the  opinion  leaders  -  tend 
more  frequently  to  claiin  a  personal  interest  in  political  matters.

Following  much  the  same  pattern 
as  their  elders,  465»  U.S.  Zone  youth  say  Germans  are  currently  cap- 
abls  of  democratic  governnient,  28^  hold  the  negative  view,  and  26^ 
vdthhold  judgii£»nt.  S..ortcomings  either  of  the  German  people  or 
their  political  loaders  are  largely  adduced  as  reasons  for  holding 
negative  attitudes.

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I.     GEBkiiN  YOUTH  iiND  ATTITUDES  BBUTED  TO  DEkiOCSaATIC  GOVERMENT 

Jt  is  a  truisfii  that  the  ultimate  success  of  the  present  V/e^t  German  ex;;eri- 
ment  in  democratic  government  depends  in  large  part  on  the  readiness  arid  abi- 
lity o.f  German  youth  to  carry  ronvard  and  develop  as  adua.ts  what  their  elders 
have  now  begun,     ^n  integral  part  of  the  U.S.  program  in  Germany  is  to  foster 
and  enycurage.   indirectly  in  the  ma.^ji^  thd  education  of  young  people  along 
democratic  lines  with  a  view  to  assuring  this  outcome. 

This  study  measures  certain  attitudes  and  opinions,   currently  held,  of  Geniian 
youth  which  relate  to  democratic  government.     Three  main  issues  form  the 
basis  of  measurement.     They  are: 

1.  Personal  interest  in  political  affairs 

2,  Willihgness  to  assume  responsibility  in  governmsnt 

3-     Confidence  in  ability  for  self-government 

The  interrelationship  of  the  three  factors  to  a  successfully  functioning 
democracy  will,  it  is  assuiiied,  be  generally  acicnov/iedged. 

For  coirparative  purposes,  attitudes  and  opinions  of  adults  are  shovm  on  all 
issues. 

PERSGNiiL  INTEREST  IK  POWTIC^  aFF.JIRS  ... 

"Ohne  mich"  or  any  German  equivalent  of  "list  Geor^^e  do  it"  largely  character- 
izes attitudes  of  youth  tov^rd  personal  interest  in  political  iiiatters.  Seven 
in  ten  in  the  U.S.  Zone  say  they  prefer  to  leave  politics  to  others.  In  this 
regard  they  even  out-do  their  elders  who  in  tho  present  survey  maintain  the 
established  trend  -Jh*-  of  voting  six  to  four  a^aj-nst  persoiial  interest  in  poli- 
tics. Only  in  Berlin  (and  Bremen  aiiion:^  adults)  is  greater  personal  interest 
claimed.

"Landtag  elections.     Approval  ctill  rutwci*;hn  disapproval  in  ur'baii  ^"^est 
Germany  as  a  whole,   "but  in  thvi  US  Zone,    '"ppociti'-^n  has  dravn  up  almost  nock 
and  neck  vith  support  for  German  parti cipatira. 

The  drop  in  supDort  in  ''fest  Gorma.ny  for  partlcip«ition  in  European  defense 
has  apparently  had  no  repercussions  in  Berlin,      Currently,    as  in  mid-Jlugust, 
four  out  of  five  approve. 


The  most  olsvious  oxplajiation  for  the  sh?rp  increase  in  West  Ger??ipn  ajid  more 
pa.rtlculprly  US  Z-^ne  opposition  in  the  period  immediately  preceding  tho 
Landtag  elections,    is  tha.t  SID  prrpa/^a,nda  on  the  remilitarization  issue 
succeeded  in  shifting  an  apprccia"blo  proportion  '^f  Germans  from  approval  to 
(disapproval  of  part icipa.t ion  in  Eur'^pcan  defense. 

Analysis   of  group  "breakdovns  ajnomr  '''est  German  city  dwellers  rcvoaln   that 
tho  Novom"bor  ^tov  in  support  f'^r  German  participation  ha.s  occurred  in  each 
of  the  various  population  Jiiroups   exajninv-d  except  one  -  individuals  of  higher 
Ovducation.     This  fact  "lay  indicate  tha.t   tho  kind  of  propa.^^anda  currently 
"being  used  against  Gorman  defense  part icip?it ion  is  more  emotional,  than 
rational, 

Follovfc-up  inq,uirie8  reveal  that  the  majority  of  those  now  ar^ainst  Gormaja 
defense  participation  are  not  uncrn.'^itionally  opposed,   "but  would  approve  of 
such  a  course  if  certain  conditions  wore  met  "by  tho  ^•cstern  po^rers.     The  most 
frcCLuently  stated  condition  for  approval  is  ea^al  rights  in  tho  military  and 
political  field, 

Tho  "best  guess  in  interpreting  tho  pre-election  trend  on  the  remilitarization 
iseuo  is  that  SPD  propaganda  has  not  functioned  so  much  to  engender  "basic 
opposition  to  German  defense  participation,   "but  rather  has  had  tho  effect 
of  shifting  the  emphasis  in  tho  minds  of  many  frrjn  "Tes  -  "but"  to   "No  -  un- 
less".

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However,  reaction  to  the  Pronch,   as  moasurad  In  this  ^fjenoral  my,   does  not 
soem  to  "be  an  importajit  differentiatini^  factor  in  influencing  attitudes 
to^iprd  German  roa.rniament .     Advorso  reactions  are  Just  a'bout  as  vriderpread 
among  Fupportors  of  Gcrmp.n  participation  in  a  25uropuan  amy  as  among 
opponents, 

Aijroomont  with  tho  Schurjann  Plan  considerptly  outweighs  r'isa-'^reoacnt, 
Kovcvor,   a  lar/^c  proportion  of  >/est  Gomian  urTDpnitcs  have  not  yot  formed 
any  jud^^ncnt  a'bout  the  Pronch  propospl. 

A/?roement  with  tho  Schu^nann  Tlan  is   s''ni3V'ha.t   -greater  ara-^ns;  Gcrma.np  ^-^ho 
a.pprove  of  participation  in  a  Surrpcan  army,    thus  indicatin.^  tha.t  roactions 
to  the  Trench  proposal  may  play  some  minor  part  in  influcncin,;  German 
attitude  on  the  participation  is?ue. 

It  vras  anticipated  thpt  few  a-'^^^n,:;  the  Gcrmpji  rank  and  file  would  "bo  fajniliar 
with  the  rioven  Plan,     So  instead  of  endeavoring  to  o"htain  sT5ocific 
evaj nations   of  the  plan,    the  rcsDondonts  were  asktr'.   in  a  more  iTcncral  i-^py    , 
to  indicate  vfhothcr  or  not  they  folt   that  Prance  ^-ps  Justified  in  attaching 
anj'"  conditions  to  German  participation  in  a  ^^est  Europoan  army,     'Ivo  out 
of  three  in  Vest  Germany,    say  France  is  not  Justified  in  attaching; 
conditions   to  German  participation.     Cnly  one  in  ten  take  tho  contrary  vicv;, 
vdth  tho  remainder  express in.:r  no  --pinion. 

Opposition  to  Gcmen  roarmanic:,nt  does  not   soem  to  "be  tracca,T3le  to  any  fi^reater 
feolin,?;  that  the  French  are  not  Justified  in  laying;  down  conditions  for 
Gei'npn  participation  in  a  Eur'^poan  army.     On  the  contrary,    tho  fi{^uros 
indicate  that  supporters   rather  than  opponents  of  G«srman  defense  partici- 
pation are  the  ones  vrho  more  widely  assert  that  estaTDlishin^  of  conditions 
"by  the  French  is  unjustified.

At  the  time  of  the  present  survey,   six  in  ten  Vest  German  ur"ban  d^-'ellers 
ha.d  heard  ahout  Eussia' s  proposal  for  a  four  power  conference  on  German 
prohlems.     Asked  to  assess  tho  prolDahle  value  of  such  a  conference  the 
largo  preponderajiee  stated  flatly  that  in  their  Jud^ent  such  a  conference 
vrould  "be  of  no  advanta,:^e  at  all   to  Germany.     Less  than  one  in  ton  saw 
possible  great  advantaj^je  in  following  the  Suss.ian  proposal. 

Opponents  eoid  supporters  of  Germaji  participation  in  Europc?ji  defense  differ 
little  in  their  reactions  to  the  conference  propf^sal.     The  (/ominatina;  view 
in  both  ffroups  was  distinctly  negative.     This  result  is  of  considcra.'ble 
importance  sincb  it  sug/^oets  tha,t  opposition  to  Gorman  rearmament  docs 
not  derive  in  siny. major  vrpy  from  a  desire  to  conciliate  or  compromise  with 
tho  BusPians, 


IV.     GSPiUJSr  iOACTIGIviS  TO  0UTC0M3  OF  AMEHICAN  CONGSSSSlOlilAL  SLSCTIOUS 


A  majority  of  West  German  city  dwellers  had  hoard  about  the  American 
coneres sional  elections  as  of  the  time  '^f  the  present  survey.     The  largest 
proportion  of  those  who  had  heard  a'bout  the  conaressional  elections  feel 
that  the  results  connote  no  change  in  the  extent  of  Araericpn  interest  in 
Surope.     Only  comparativQly  few  -  partictdarly  in  Berlin  -  think  that 
Ainorican  interdst  in  Surope  will  decline  as  a  coneeq,uonco. 
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thorafore,  that  this  particular  factor  has  playod  iwi  important  role  in 
differentiating  G-crmAn  attitudds  on  the  roarnamont  is^ue. 
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V,  MOBS  ON  GSSJON  THlJjlKIKG  ABOUT  A  ILSBISCITE 


Corroborating  the  findings  of  provi^us  gtudioe,  opinion  in  tfcst  Gonnany 
continues  to  "bo  strongly  favorp.'ble  to  the  if»eA  of  a  pleliiBcito  for  dcioidln^ 
Woet  Germany's  participation  in  Suropopii  dofonso. 

Approval  of  a  ple"biscitc  is  puhstantially  similar  in  extent  amon^  Germans 
who  support  anc*  those  who  oppose  participation  in  European  dcfanso. 

If  a  plSMscito  were  held  in  V/est  Germany,  everywhere  cxco-ot  in  Berlin  the 
preponderant  opinion  is  that  the  rap.jority  vote  vrould  he  against  Vest  German 
participation  in  p  3u.ropean  army.  In  the  US  Zone  almost  three  tlnios  as 
many  say  thp.t  the  rap.jority  would  vote  P,^ainst  as  say  the  majority  would 
vote  for  Gorman  defense  participation. 

Considera'bly  fev;er  sup-porters  .th?»n  opponents  of  Gorman  military  participatior 
are  convinced  that  the  majority  voto  would  "be  on  their  side  in  the  event  of 
a  plehiscite.  This  findin.r  is  interostinr;;  in  view  of  the  previously  dis- 
closed fact  thf.t  aT3T»roval  of  the  plchiscito  idea  is  just  as  ^ddesprcad 
ajnoni?  Germans  vho  favor  German  defonse  parti cipa,t ion  as  amont-^  those  who 
oppose  such  a  courso. 

In  an  earlier  report  the  possihility  w?.s  "broached  tha-t  the  Communists  mi/;ht 
hack  a  plehiscite  on  rearmament  in  Vest  Germany  in  the  hope  of  therchy  • 
furthering  their  cause.  The  results  BU£:^e8t  that  less  than  half  the 
support  for  a  plohiscite  vrould  he  likely  to  continue  if  it  wore  learned 
that  the  Communists  wore  in  "back  of  such  a  proposal. 

Opponents  of  Gorman  military  participation  are  srsmewhat  loss  inclined  than 
are  supporters  to  give  up  the  idea  of  a  plehiscite  in  the  event  that 
Communist  hacking  should  he  hrou,G:ht  to  light.

It  would  be  a  mistake  to  assume  that  all  who  say  "Yes"  to  G-crman  participation 
in  2Juropean  defense  would  go  along  under  any  cond.itions,  and  all  who  say  "No" 
are  unconditionally  opposed.  The  actual  facts  prove  to  bc^tliat  most   ""*'* 
of  those  who  favor  participation  would  only  approve  if  certain  conditions 
were  met,  and  an  appreciable  proportion  of  those  who  oppose  participation 
would  reliniq,ui8h  their  opposition  If  certain  conditions  were  met.

Despite  considerpble  fluctuation  in  cverpll  opinion  the  general  T)att«irn 
of  group  differences  among  Vest  German  city  dwellers  hps  remained  constpjit 
over  the  past  several  suri'-eys,  a  tendency  for  the  opinion  leading  elonents  - 
the  men,  the  better  educ«tted,  and  the  more  affl-uent  -  to  favcr  German 
defense  participation  more  often  than  their  counterpart  groups. 

Indica^tion  that  the  current  drop  in  support  for  Gernvn  defense  partici'pati'-.n 
can  at  least  in  part  be  accounted  for  as  a  negative  rca-ction  to  the  present 
Korean  situation,  derives  from  the  concomitant  findin/?;  of  aoi  increase  in 
the  extent  of  defeatistic  neutralism  ajnong  I'/est  Gorr^.n  city  d''-'ellers. 

The  present  trenr^.s  on  the  neutrality  and  rn   the  participation  issue  combine 
to  produce  a  tie-up  even  closer  tnaja  before  between  the  tvo  factors.  At  the 
present  time  \Thereas  nine  out  of  ten  of  those  v;ho  support  German  defense 
participation  advocate  fighting  by  all  moans  in  the  event  of  Communist 
a^ggression,  only  ^1  per  cent  of  thope  op3^o8ed  to  participation  advocate 
such  a  course.  So  it  becomes  jnore  clear  than  over  that  the  dominating 
psychology  among  those  opposed  to  Germax  defense  participation  is  v;ha.t 
might  be  tormod  a  spirit  of  dofoatistic  neutralism.

Consi'^era'bly  fevror  opponents  than  supporters  of  G-ermen  participation  in 
3urop6an  defense  express  the  belief  that  the  Communists  would  attack  again 
elsewhere  if  they  got  their  vray  in  Korea.  It  is  possible  the.t  this  simply 
indicates  more  'dshful  thinking  oh  the  part  of  opponents  of  German  defense 
participation,  rather  tha.n  any  real  difference  in  judgment. 


III.  rRSSSNl  SXTSKT  OF  CCMTIDSNCS  IN  V3STEBN  TO\UBS 

Though  it  still  remains  the  preponderant  opinion,  conviction  that  the  U.S. 
would  take  a  firm  stand  in  case  of  Communist  aggression  in  ^''ostern  Surope 
has  fallen  off  appreciably  since  mid^.August  13^0,     Particularly  in  the 
US  Zone  have  doubts  of  America's  firmness  increased.   In  Berlin,  however, 
now  as  in  mid-August  over  eight  in  ten  express  confidence  in  American 
resolution. 

Considerably  fev/er  opponents  than  Bupporters  of  Gorme.n  defense  participation 
express  themselves  as  firmly  convinced  that  America  vrould  c'eal  resolutely 
with  any  Communist  aggression  in  Surope.  This  finding  corroborates  an 
earlier  conclusion  dravn  on  the  ba.sis  of  August  findings  in  the  US  Zony. 

The  unfavorable  turn  of  event?  in  Kiorea  produced  vri'-^'eppread  cha.rgcs  in  the 
G-erman  press  that  General  MacArthur  vras  not  governing  his  military  acti-'-ities 
in  accord  with  American  an*^  UU  political  decisions.   The  preponderant 
opinion  among  urban  West  Germans  is  oppose*^  to  such  a  charge,  though  one  out 
of  four  hold  that  cooperation  between  MacArthur  and  his  political  superiors 
has  not  been  good.  '" 

Opponents  of  Gorman  defense  participation  are  lesp  inclined  than  supporters 
to  say  that  cooperation  has  been  s^ood  between  HacArthur  e.n'^   American  and 
UN  political  heads. 

Another  theme  in  the  German  press  ha.s  been  concern  over  alleged  evidence 
of  growing  disunity  ajnong  the  "^'^cstcrn  powers  in  the  face  of  recent  Korean 
developments.  "  The  larger  proportion  of  ''.'est  German  city  '■''.wollers  feel  that 
there  ha.ve  been  no  such  indica.tions,  but  a  substantial  one  out  of  three 
voice  the  opinion  tha.t  recently  there  has  been  evidence  of  disunity  among 
the  V/wstern  powers. 

Vrnen  those  respondents  who  paw  evi'^ences  of  'Western  disunity  were  asked 
to  cite  instances,  thoy  focusud  more  often  upon  general  disagreements 
e-bout  Korean  matters  -  particularly  Germany  -  than  upon  any  roccnt  Korea- 
related  (?ivergencles'.

As  might  he  anticipated,  opponents  of  Gerraan  defense  participation  are  far 
less  convinced  than  are  supporters  of  the  inpossibility  of  G-empjay  remaining 
out  of  the  East-West  conflict^ 

Though  majority  opinion  is  still  thp.t  West  Germans  should  fight  rather  than 
acquiesce  in  the  event  of  Eastern  attack,  defeatism  has  exhi'bited  a  stea/dy 
growth  through  the  past  month. 

In  view  of  the  almost  unanimous  Vest  G-ormiwi  antipathy  to  Comnunism  that 
prior  studies  have  disclosed,  the  present  trend  of  results  can  only  suggest 
that  the  pressures  of  fear  ajiff  hopelessness  are  "becoming  very  considera'ble 
in  Vest  Gomany  at  the  present  tine. 

Breakdovns  of  supporters  versus  opponents  of  Gorman  defense  participation 
reveal  that  it  is  in  the  latter  r;rnup  that  an  increasing  majority  -  now 
almost  two  out  of  three  -  indicate  that  they  are  duMous  al)out  or  averse 
to  resisting  possiTsle  Communist  aggression.

Comparisons  of  the  reactions  of  supporters  versus  opponents  of  &ennan 
defense  participation  indicate  that  the  most  recent  drop  in  confidence  is 
confined  to  those  opposed  to  Gorman  defense  participation. 

III.   CUEB3NT  THINKING  ON  GSaUN  PAHTICIPATION  IN  EUROPEAN  DEFENSE 

During  the  second  and  third  weeks  of  Docom'bor,  overall  support  luaong  West 
German  city  dwellers  for  Gorman  defense  participation  has  not  so  far 
apprecialDly  trailed  doLii^rfard  from  the  lower  level  to  which  it  dropped  vtoen 
the  real  eerioutness  of  the  Ghineso  oounter^offensivo  in  Korea  "began  to 
show.  Still  in  evidence  is  a  preponderance  of  approral  over  disapproval.

Though  overall  support  for  German  defense  participation  has  approximately 
maintained  itself  throor'^hout  December,  sex  "breakdown  of  the  rettbms  feveals 
that  with  the  lust  surrey  there  has  occurred  a  definite  drop  in  8upx>ort 
among  the  men.

SOJv^  GENERALIZATIONS   . . . 


Contrary  to  much  uf  the  ccnmentary  un  the  significance   of  the  trend  tcward 
the  Social  Democrats  in  the  recent  Laxidtag  elections,   the  issue   of  German 
participation  in    Jest  European  defense  appears  n^'t  to  be  the  compellj.ng 
factor  in  the  voters i    choice   of "political  parties.     This  is  indicated  by 
what  U.S.   Zone  urban  voters  themselves  give  as  their  niain  reasons  for  their 
choice  in  the  Landtag  electionsv      It   is   further  supported  by  the  stateiiK^nts. 
of  West  German  city  residents  c-  -"'h,^  they  would  vote  for  a  given  party  if 
a  new  Bundestag  v/ere  to  be  eleo,-c*.Q^      ^dded  conformation  that  the  defense  . 
issue  is  not  paramount  in  voters'    :;dnds  is   shown  by  analysis  of  the  inter- 
relationship of  attitudes. 

All  the  above  is  not  to  say  that  the   starid  taken  by  SPD  or  CDU   on  .'/est 
Germany's  part  in  "/estern  defense  is  without  influence  on  the  voters'    choice, 
but  sLiiply  that  it  apparently  plays  a^ secondary  role,     kuii-i  findings  are 
summarized  as  follo;vs: 


I»     REASONS  FOR  VOTERS'    CHOICE  OF  PaRTY   IN  TILE  RECEI-jT  L>iIMDTAG  EIECTI0N3. 

In  the  recent  U.S.   Zone  Landtag  elections,   eight  in  ten  SPD  voters   say  they 
cast  their  ballots  because  they  lik:ed  the  social  and  economic  policy  of  SPB 
or  out  of  conviction  or  tradition,     T./o  in  ten  regard  their  choice  of  SPD 
as  a  vote  against  reaririariient* 


No  SPD- voters  in  the  Berlin  ra.unic.ipal  elections  mention  the  defense  issue 
as  a  reason  for  their  choice. 

Only  one  in  ten  CDU  v:.ters  gave  the  defense  issue  as  a  reason  for  their 
ballots.  Religious  affiliation  was  named  by  the  largest  single  group  of 
CDU  adherents. 

In  Berlin  alniost  a  quarter  of  CDU  voters   say  they  voted  as  they  did  in  pro- 
test against  SPD. 

Supporting  the  viev;  that  .the  stand  of  SPD  on  defense  was  not  an  ir^portant 
reason  for  its  gains.,  is  the  fact  that  Almost  half  of  the  U.S.  Zone  urban 
voters  are  not  even  aware,  according  to  their  own  statements,  of  the.  main 
arguments  of  the  SPD  campaign.,  -    informed  respondents  mention  defense 

more  frequently  than  any  other  sing3.e,  argument,  but  SPD  voters  are  no  more 
likely  than  CDU  voters  and  less  likely  than  those  who  voted  for  other  par- 
tiep  to  do  so,  '        , 
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II,     POSSIBIL  PiiRTY  COkPOSITlON  OF  .i  IME'.'/  BUNDE3TaG. 


As  a  further  irEasure  of  political  trends  in  'Test  Germany  urban  voters  v/cre 
asked  to  naii^e  the  party, they  -would  vote  for  if  a  new  Buiicesta,,  v/ere  to  be 
elected.      It  appears  that' if  elections  v/ere  held  now,  SPD  would  garner  ruOre 
urban  votes  than  any  other  single  party. 

Again  demonstrating  that  preference   for  SPD  does  not  arise  iiiainly  from  oppo- 
sition to  participation  in  vrest  European  defense  is  the   fact  that  somev/hat 
more   of  the  persons  favoring  such  participation  appear  to  prefer  SPD  than 
either  CDU   or  FDP.     However,   opponents  of  Goriiian  defense  participation  do 
tend  to  favor  SPD  more  frequently. 

Prospective  voters  by  their  own  stateiiu:ints  also  seem  not  to  consider  the 
army  and  defense  issue  as  a  deciding  factor  in  choice   of  parties  in  a  Bun- 
destag election.     A^^ain,  as  for  the  Landtag  elections,   they  cite  the  cus- 
tomary and  traditional  reasons  for  preferring  the  Social  Democrats  or  the 
Christian  Democrats,. 

Only  about  a  quarter  of  Wv^st  German  city  dv/ellers   feel  SPD  is  unconditionally 
opposed  to  a    /est  Gorman  role   in  European  dorcnse.     The  predominant  view  is 
that  SPD  support  is   conaitional.     Nor  do  all  people  believe   that  CDO   is  un- 
conditionally for  Germany's  part icii)at ion,     .jid  the   same  conditions  are  jncn- 
tioned  as  being  demanded  by  each  party. 


The  expressed  preference  for  SPD  on  the  jjart  of  many  urbam  voters  does  not 
apparently  ext>jnd  itself  sufficiently  for  them  to  view  a  new  election  with 
much  enthusiasm,     iibout  half  of  "■'■j\:;st  Germany's  city  residents  f^el  elections 
for  a  new  Bundestag  are  not  necessary  at  present.

III.     RELATIVE  CONFIDENCE  IN  CDU  aND  SPD. 


In  a  series  of  questions  designed  to  neasure  degrees  of  confidence  in  CDU 
and  SPD,   two  general  findings  emerged.     One;      taking  the  urban  public  as  a 
whole,  neither  of   the  tv/c  jiarties  or  their  leaders.      Adenauer  and  Schuiriacher, 
appear  to  be  recipients  of  any . outstandingly  marked  degree  of  confidence. 
Two;     SPD  roceivGS  greater  confidence  in  the  U.S.   Zone  than  in  the  British 
Zone,     perhaps  the  band-wagon  effect  of  the  recent  Landtag  elections  is  operat. 
ing  in  the  U.S.   Zone, 

kore  specifically,   dissatisfaction  with  the  CDU  governiuent  of  I'Vestern  Ger- 
many predominates  over  satisfaction.     But  if  CDU  should  come  into  povrcr  again, 
following  new  elections,   four  in  ten  would  \/ant  ^denauer  as  Chancellor. 
About  the  sanie  nujuber  ivould  prufer  SchUxViacher,   if  SPD  should  win,     Fev/  vrho 
would  want  Schumacher  to  head  the  govv^rnurient  mention  his  stand  on  milJ.tary 
matters  as  a  reason.

1  viewed  in  the   study  was  a  representative  rand-'m   sample  of  approximately 

I  1,500   cases  in  the  US  Zone,    300   in  Berlin,    end  200  in  Bremen.     As  usual  the 

I  interviews  wore  obtained  from  randomly  selected  respondents  by  a  trained 

I  German  staff  under  the  general   supervision  cf  American  officers.      Detailed

SOKS  HIGHLIGHTS 

I.      ID   GEPllMS  BELIEVE  VJESTE^N  POLICY  HAS   SHIFTED  ON  GEBJlftN  MILITARISM? 

...   Whatever  have  been  the  ef'ects  of  German  wartime  experiences  or  the  program 
of  the  Western  powers  in  demilitarization,    the  result  has  not  been  to  con- 
vert any  large  proportion  of  Germans  to   the  out   and  out  pacifist  position 
that  anything  military  is   an  evil  in  itself, 

...    Appreciably  more  opponents  than  supporters  of  German  defense  participation 
give  evidence  of  a  pacifist   orientation  tov/ard  things  military.      So  con- 
victions of  this  type  may  play  some  role   in  engendering  opposition.      How- 
ever,  the   strongly  preponderant  position  both  among  supporters  end  opponents 
is  that   the  good  or   evil  of  military  institutions  depends  on  the  uses  to 
which  they  are  put. 

...    Defense  is  most   often  cited  as  illustrative  of  legitimate  purposes  of 

military  institutions,     A  sizable  proportion  of  the  West  Germans   sampled 
also  believe  that  training  '^f  the  young  is  one  cf  the  proper  and  desirable 
functions  of  the  military. 

,,.   The  preponderant  view  in  the  US  Zone  -  the  majority  viewpoint  in  Berlin  and 
Bremen  -  is  that  support  for  German  participation  in  European  defense  does 
not  mean  that  the  Western  powers  have  changed  their  policy  with  respect  to 
German  militarism*     However,    an  apprecir>le  minority  feel  otherwise  and  be- 
lieve that  in  supporting  German  defense  participation  the  Western  powers 
have  indicated  that  they  no  longer  disapprove  of  the  exceesos  of  German 
militarism. 


-    ...   Interestingly  enough  svipporters  and  opponents  of  German  defense  participa- 
tion have  rather  similar  views  regarding  Western  policy  toward  German 
militarism.     The  suggestion  is  therefore  that  this  consideration  has  not 
;>  played  en  important  role  in  differentiating  attitudes  on  the  participation 

issue. 


,. .  US  Zone  group  breakdowns  reveal  that  the  more  educated  and  Informed  levels 
mubch  more  widely  express  the  view  that  Western  support  of  German  defense

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.   A  considere'ble  num'ber  of  German  -oress  reports  have  in  varying;  wpys  expressed 
the  thesis  that  G-ermfan  perticipation  in  European  deft^nse  is  impos6i"ble 
imlosB  the  Western  powers  clear  the  honor  -^f  the  German  soldiers,    v/hich 
allegedly  was  impUi^ned  "by  indictment  of  the  military  as  such.      Some  indica- 
tion that  the  German  putlic  does  not   sup^oort   such  a  view  lies   in  the 
present  finding  that   two   out   of  three   in  the  US  Zone  -  elmost  9  in  10  in 
Berlin  -  hold  that   the  German  gonerals  wore  indicted  "^y  the  Western  powers, 
not  "because   they  were   soldiers,    tut   only  "becsuse   they  had  commited  certain 
crimes  during  the  wex. 

.    Opponents  of  German  defense  participation   show  little  mere  inclination  than 
supporters  to   express  the  view  that   the  Gerr^an  genertls  were   indicted 
simply  "because  they  were    soldiers.      This   "^f  curse   suggests  that   opposition 
does  nut   derive  in  any  primary  way  fr^m  dissatisfaction  over  alleged  viola- 
tions of  German  militejry  honcr. 

II.      DO   GSHIAI^S  3SLI3VE  IEFE:^:SE  PiiRTICIPATIOK  WILL  FOSTEH  MZISJ>:? 

.    The  preponderant   opinion  in  the  "US  Zone   and  in  Berlin   is   that  with  the  re-  ' 
arming  of  VJest  Germany  it   is  pro"ba"ble  that  leading  personalities  of  the 
Third  Reich  would  gain  considereole  influence.     Almost   as  large  a  proportion, 
however,    express  the  contrary  opinion. 

.    Somewhat  more  opponents  than   supporters  of  German  defense  participation 
take  the  view  that  rearming  West  Germany  would  in  all  probability   strengthen 
the  influence  of  former  Fa'zis. 

.   Opinions  split   in  the  US  Zme   on  whether   or  not  a  tXreat  would  "be  posed  to 
Vest   Germany  if  former  i^azis  gained  influence   through  German  defense  parti- 
cipation.     Those   who   Judge   such  e  gain  in  influence  to   "bo  pro"*^able,    are 
somewhat  loss  likely  to   evaluate  it   Ps  a  threat. 

.    Somewhat  more   opponents  than   suppcrters  of  German   defense  participation 
express  the  opinion  that   a  rearmament-associated  gpin  in  influence  of  former 
Nazis  would  pose  a  threat  to  V/est  Germany.      The   difference  is  not  large 
enough,   however,    to  mark:   such  a  consideration  as  a  major  differentiating 
factor  on  the  participation  issue. 

.   Those  who   see  no   threat   in  any  rearmament-associated  gain  in  influence  "by 
former  Nazis  f^ffor  a  variety  of  reasons  for  their  views,   with  no  particular 
argument  ever  shadowing  the  rthers* 

III.      HAVE  GEPiiikH  ATTITUmS  CHAI^GED  ON  THE  i:UREiBERG  TXIALS? 

.   The  results  of  the  present   survey  indicate  that   the  four  year  trend  in 
opinion  en  the  fairness  of  the  initial  Nuremberg  trial  marks  one  of  the 
largest   shifts  in  viewpoint  yet  recorded  "'"y  the  Reactions  Analysis  Staff. 
Whereas  in  Oct-)"ber  cf  1946  78  per  cent  among  US  Zone  Germans  eacpressed  the 
Judgment   that  the  initial  Nuremberg  trial  was  conaucted  on  a  fair  basis, 
only  38  per  cent  voiced  such  an  opinion  in  the  present   survey  of  October 
1950.      In  Berlin  the  shift  has  not  been  so  marked,   but   still  a  21  per  cent 
drop  in  favorable  Judgment  has  occurred.

Whatever  the  reasons  for  such  a  marked  drop  in  the  prestige  of  the  Nuremberg 
trials  the  suggestion  is  strong  that  the  Germans  have  gone  far  in  what 
might  b©  termed  retrospective  rehabilitation  of  their  status  in  regard  to 
the  trials.  ^^ 
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The  most  imiriediato  practice!  imDlication  of  these  finding's  is  that,    in  con- 
junction wi\th  the  results  '^f  the  following  question,    it   can  only  "be  sur- 
inisod  that  there  are  likely  tc   be   extensive   neeativc  reactions  in  Vest 
Germany  whon  the  lTurem"berg  trials  are  "brought  "beck  into  public  attention 
through  the  airing  of'  the  appeal  ro salts  of  the  Landsbere  prisoners. 

Opponents  of  German  defense  participation  are  less  inclined  than  supporters 
to  "believe  the  trials  were  conducted  on  a  fair  basis.     The   difference,  . 
however,   is  net   very  great. 

The  most  prominent   disclosure   of   firviup   c  niparisons  oyer  a  four  year  period 
is  that   the   drop   in  favorable  evaluations  '^f  the  Huremberc'  trials  has 
occurred  among  all   elements  of   the  US  Zone  population,    rather  than  being 
confined  to  particular   segments.      Another   indication  of  imp-^rtance  is  that 
the  rise  in  adverse  judpients  has  been  considerably   greater  among  more   edu- 
cated respondents  than  among  their  less  educeted  counterparts. 

Just   as  in  public  Judt.:ment   of  -the  fairness  of  the  trials  in  general,    evalua- 
tions of  tho   appropriateness   of  the    sentences  have  markedly   shifted  since 
October  of  194.6.      Then   only  one   in  ten  in  the  US     '^■one   expressed  the  opinion 
that   the  verdicts  were   too   severe,    now  four  times  as  many  dr    sO,    making 
this  the  preponderant    stpjidpoint.      Only  in  Berlin  is  the  preponderajit 
opinion  that  the  verdicts  were  fair,  '

he  prepontlcrant   opinion  fmong  Germans  who  will  make  a  judgment   is  that   tho 
population  today  approves  of  the  war  crime  trials  to   a  lessor  extent   than 
they  did  at  the  time  of  the  trials.      Only  a  negligible  proportion  judge  that 
approval  is  greater  at   the  present    time. 


The  most   frequent   reasons  advanced  by  those  who  ferl   that  Nuremberg  has 
lost  prestige- in  German  eyes  is  that   similar  crimes  were  committed  by  others 
without  punishment   ar..d  arc   still  being  committed  today. 

The  very  small  proportion  who  believe  that  the  Germans  now  approve  of  tho  war 
crime  trials  to  a  greater  extent   than  before  argue  mr.inly  that  people  have 
come  to   realize  the     magnitude  of  the  injustice  committed  during  the  Hazi 
period.
